With the first two road race Grands 
Prix in South America more than 
likely to be aborted, Kevin Schwantz 
will be seen aboard a Yoshimura 
Suzuki GSXR750 Superbike at Day- 
tona on March 6, 1987. Schwantz has 


. also said that he will enter as many 


AMA National. Championship 


Superbike races as his European 
schedule will allow. If that 1s the case 
and Suzuki's permission 1s granted, 
Schwantz could be seen at Road 
Atlanta (May 15), Loudon (June 19), 
Laguna Seca (July 10), and Brainerd 
(July 31). That means he would miss 
three of the eight AMA Nationals.

"We tested Michelin on Friday 
and they were basically the same 
as what Kevin (Schwantz) used 
this year. They were new to me 
because l'd never used a 17-inch 
rear before. They worked really 
good.'' The other two days were 
spent testing 18-inch rear Dun- 
lops which Shobert said were 
similar to those used by Randy 
Mamola in the final Grands Prix 
of the '87 season. ''They also 
worked well, but l'm leaning more 
toward Michelin because most of 
my competition will be using 


Dunlop. | would rather go with- 


someone else.” Shobert report- 
edly turned times in the 1:57- 
range on both brands of rubber, 
and was joined by Doug Polen, 
Reuben McMurter, Jay Spring- 
steen, Gene Church and Roger 
Reiman during the Dunlop test. 
Shobert also reports that there is 
a chance he will be riding a 250 
at Daytona and Laguna Seca. 
"Nothing is guaranteed, and | 
can't obligate a 250 team for the 
season in case the Camel points 
get real close.” Team MacLean's 
Bob MacLean is known to be 
interested in putting the Grand 
National Champion on a 250 in 
the hopes of grooming him for a 
World Championship effort in 
1989. As for Shobert's dirt track 
effort in 1988, he said, “We've 
moved everything from L.A. to the 
Indy race shop and we will run the 
road race and dirt track program 
from there. Skip (Eaken) and Mike 
Velasco will have apartments 
there for the season. I'll be there 
off and on, how much just 
depends on how smooth every- 
thing goes.” Shobert will be snow 
skiing in Steamboat Springs for 
five days in December before 
heading for Texas for Christmas. 


Team Lucky Strike Roberts’ Wayne 
Rainey recently won two races in 
Malasyia during his first outing on 
a Yamaha YZR500, topping team- 
mate John Kocinski who ended up 
with two seconds. "It was pretty 
good," Rainey said from his home 
in Downey, California. “It’s a lot 
different than a superbike. It gets to 
the corners quicker, turns quicker 
and stops quicker. I got a chance to 
ride in the rain (with rain tires), in 
the dry and in the rain with slicks, 
so I got a little of everything over 
there. We had fun. I ended up going 
faster than (Randy) Mamola did last 
year, but the races weren’t GPs and 
the big boys weren't there."

Suzuki contingency program now 
includes five classes: 600cc Produc- 
tion, 750cc Production and Open 
Production at club-level races and 
600cc Supersport and 750cc Super- 
sport at the Nationals. 

The Suzuki National Cup Series 
Final will be worth $55,000 with 
the series leading up to the final 
paying out a total of $288,750. The 
site for the 1988 final (the 1986 final 
was held at Road Atlanta and the 
1987 final at Riverside International 
Raceway) has yet to be decided upon, 
according to Suzuki. 

The payout for the 16 Supersport 
races held in conjunction with the 
AMA Nationals is set at a total of 
$45,450. Winning the 600cc Super- 
sport class pays $1600 while winning 
the 750cc Supersport event earns 
$800. 

Suzuki has posted a total of 
$114,000 in WERA and AMA/CCS 
National Endurance road race 
events, as riders in both the GTO 
and GTU catagories will be eligible. 
A win in Heavyweight Superbike or 
GTO competition is worth $1000 
and a Mediumweight Superbike or 
GTU win would earn a Suzuki team 
$800. 
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Drag racing is also included in 
Suzuki's plans. Close to $32,000 will 
be available to Suzuki riders in the 
IDBA and NHRA Pro Stock classes. 

Suzuki's contingency plan for 1988 
adds up to $2,147,375. e 


MIC kicks off 
"Discover Today's 
Motorcycling" 

PR campaign 


LONG BEACH, CA, DEC. 9 

A $400,000 public relations 
campaign designed to “‘stim- 
ulate greater interest, involve- 


ment and understanding of 
motorcycling among the general 
public" was launched today during 
a Motorcycle Industry Council 
(MIC) press conference in Long 
Beach. 

The theme for the new multimedia 
campaign is “Discover Today's 
Motorcycling,” and the program 1s 
intended to "deliver a unified mes- 
sage to the public that motorcycling 
today is a fun, exciting sport they 
should consider exploring." The 
campaign will be aimed at non- 
motorcycle industry consumer media 
through special promotions. 

During the first year, the cam- 





paign will focus on women in 


motorcycling. Women will be high- 
lighted because they, “have a pow- 
erful 1nfluence over who does/ 
doesn't ride. They're more than half 
the population and (half) the work- 
force. They have an increasing 
impact on husband purchase deci- 
sions. As mothers, they influence 
children, and as wives and girlfriends 
they influence use of social time.” 

The campaign will include several 
major elements: 

eNews bureau — An ongoing 
source of information about women 
in motorcycling. 

e Editors seminar — a select group 
of female editors from the general 
consumer media will be briefed on 
women in motorcycling and will 
participate in a hands-on riding 
experience program. 

e Advertising — A print campaign 
will appear in both the motorcycle 
press and the general media. 

ePromotional materials — a var- 
iety of promotional materials feat- 


uring the "Discover Today's Motor- 


cycling" logo will be available to the 
industry for advertising, promotion 
and retail applications. 

@®Opinion research — A tracking 
study will measure the program's 
impact. 

The. centerpiece of the 1988 cam- 
paign will be the Van Buren Trans- 
Con, a transcontinental charity ride 
across the United States by selected 
women riders to raise funds for the 
Juvenile Diabetes Association. It will 
be held to commemorate the 1916 
effort of the Van Buren sisters, who 
were the first women to ride solo 
from coast to coast. The TransCon 
is scheduled for early spring. 

The “Discover Today’s Motorcy- 
cling'" project, which will be 
handled by the Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, public relations firm of 
Doremus Proter Novelli, was 
approved by a special MIC commit- 
tee which grew out of an industry- 
wide conference held last year. 

The initial funding of $400,000 
came from the four major Japanese 
motorcycle manufacturers . — 
Honda, Kawasaki, Suzuki and 
Yamaha — and although Harley- 


Davidson did not contribute funds, | 


the American motorcycle maker 
reportedly is, "very supportive’ of 


the program. e

The street- oing racer

One look at the all-new 1988 Suzuki 
GSXR750 brings visions of the exotic four- 
stroke machinery used in endurance road 
races such as the Suzuka 8-Hour. Sitting on 


the new GSXR750 feels similar 
to sitting astride a 250cc Grand 
Prix road racer. Riding the 
Suzuki GSXR750 on a race 


track brings about the reality that 
this is arguably the best high- 
performance street bike available in 
the U.S. today. 


Suzuki's press guide states that the 
company "started with a real race 
bike, and distilled it down to a street 
bike." The guide is correct; the new 
GSXR750 looks race track ready and 
virtually is. This one will be more 
athome going between turns one and 
two than between home and the 
grocery store, and that's probably 
why Suzuki chose to introduce 1t to 
the motorcycle press corps at Laguna 
Seca International Raceway. 


Changes! 


The new GSXR750 is exactly that 
- new. The changes start with 
appearance; the GSXR750 has 
received cosmetic changes which 
include a new aerodynamic fairing 
with reduced frontal area; a new tail 
section and a new rear fender. The 
bike sits lower with a 12mm lower 
center of gravity, and a seat height 
of only 30.9 inches. The GSXR also 
has a ground clearance of only five 
inches which, as we will get to later, 
initially caused the bike to ground 


through corners at Laguna. Wheel- 
base has been shortened from 57.1 
to 55.4 inches. 

The 749cc double-overhead cam, 
16-valve, air-cooled powerplant is 
also changed rather radically. The 
new engine features a shorter stroke 
and a larger bore, from 70 x 48.7mm 


to 73 x 44.7mm, resulting 1n higher 
crank speed (the crank itself has been 
strengthened), larger valves (26 to 
28.5mm intakes and 24 to 25mm 
exhaust - the same as last year's 
GSXRI1100) and reduced piston 
speed. 

The cylinder is basically 
unchanged, but the pistons are 
smaller, shorter and lighter, featur- 
ing holes for lightening and stainless 
steel compression rings; the dome 
design on the new pistons has also 
been changed. 


The cylinder head features an 
increased porting angle and the ridge 
between valves has been removed to 
stop detonation. Rocker arms have 
been lightened, and different valve 
timing and increased valve lifts have 
been incorporated. 


Intake on the new Suzuki has been 
altered with a new fresh air system 
being used. The intake takes air from 
the front and carries 1t up under the 
frame rail to the airbox. The airbox 
itself uses a paper element filter for 
1988. 


All new. The 1988 GSXR features a new engine in a new aluminum- 
alloy constructed frame, using a large cross-section, box-aluminum 
construction for the swingarm. It’s a pure racer that's street legal. 








The carburetors have also changed 
for 1988. This year’s GSXR750 uses 
36mm flat slide Mikunis (last year’s 
used 31mm carbs) that feature lighter 
return springs; designed to offer a 


light and responsive feel (the slides 
are similar to those used on Suzuki's 
RM motocrossers). The venturi 
velocity has also been increased and 
the new Mikunis use fewer overall 
parts, in an effort to make them easier 
to work on. The float and needle 
valve come off as a unit 1nstead of 
separately. 

The lubrication and oil cooling is 
mostly the same on the new GSXR. 
The oil cooler, however, features a 
new 15-row construction which 
offers a 48% increase in oil capacity. 
Larger oil lines and new fittings also 
mean a more direct flow (a 20% flow 
increase). The increase is needed 
because of the increased heat and 
power of the new engine. Oil capac- 
ity is up one quart from 5.1 quarts 
to 6.1. 


This year's clutch is cable operated 
instead of hydraulic. The unit also 





uses beefier clutch plates, although 
the amount of plates is unchanged 
at 17. The gear ratios have not 
changed throughout the six-speed 
transmission. 

The ignition on the GSXR is a 
digital, computer-controlled system 
which is pre-programmed for opti- 
mum ignition curve. A new spark 
plug is used, featuring two ground 
electrodes which are vcrv short and 
light to withstand vibration and 
fluttering while helping maximize 
plug life. The new Suzuki also 
features a gear-driven AC alternator, 
giving more power at higher rpms. 

The engine isn’t the only part of 
the new GSXR750 that has under- 
gone extensive changes. The frame 
is an all-new aluminum alloy con- 
struction, featuring a large cross- 
section, box-aluminum construction 
for the swingarm. The steering head 
is a cast unit like previous models, 
and the entire package is more 
compact and rigid. Suzuki claims the 
tubing on the new frame is over 10% 
stronger. 











The fork is a 43mm cartridge-style 
Showa, featuring 12 compression 
and 12 rebound damping settings 
and 15mm of preload; 10 weight fork 
oil is used. The package results in 
a very stable, highly-adjustable front 
end. 

The rear suspension is of the single 
shock variety with no eccentric cam 
system. This year a lever linkage 
system is incorporated; using a gas/ 
oil shock with four rebound settings. 

The front brake is anchored by two 
310mm rotors (the same size as the 
1100) and four piston calipers. The 
rear brake 1s unchanged for 1988. 


The 1988 Suzuki GSXR750 fea- 
tures cast aluminum wheels with a 
hollow, three-spoke design. Both 
wheels are 17-inches in diameter 
with the rear carrying a width of 4.50 


and the front 3.50. The Suzuki is 
fitted with Michelin radials (120/ 
70VR-17 front and 160/60VR-17 
rear) but unlike the bikes tested at 
Laguna, production models will not 
feature raised white letters. 


The gas tank on the Suzuki holds 


5.5 gallons and features an adaptor 
ready to accept a quick-fill system. 


On the track 


When you first climb aboard the 
new GSXR750 you feel as though it’s 
a GP bike; the weight 1s forward and 
you get the feeling you're right on 
top of the front wheel. One thing 
that is noticed immediately in com- 
parision to earlier GSXRs is the 
lowness of the gas tank; this one 
doesn’t give the rider the impression 
that he’s riding behind the hump of 
a one-hump camel. 

Riding the bike around Laguna’s 
nine-turn race track doesn’t give the 
operator much of a chance to notice 
comfort, and race track comfort is 
entirely different from touring-type 
comfort. The GSXR750 seems to be 
designed for race track comfort. 

The new Suzuki GSXR750 is in 
a word - fast; the claimed 111.5 


horsepower definitely gets the bike: 


from turn A to turn B in a heartbeat. 
Asin the case of Laguna, the Suzuki's 
power was evident exiting turn four 
and heading up the hill toward the 
corkscrew.

The new GSXR750 is-also a well- 
handling package. Initial laps on the 


bike proved that the rear suspension - 


was set up too soft, causing the bike 
to ground badly through at least two 
of Laguna's left-hand corners. 

The lowness of the bike could 
prove to be a problem, but the ride 
height can, and must be, adjusted for 
the race track. With the rear suspen- 
sion stiffened, the only thing that 
touched ground was the kickstand: 
a problem that was solved by Suzuki 
technicians by removing 1t. 

The brakes on the GSXR750 are 
solid and have excellent feel. With 
a claimed dry weight of only 429 
pounds, the new Suzuki is easy to 
ride, and easy to change directions 
on; the left/right transition through 
the corkscrew was seemingly 
effortless. 

Living with the 1988 Suzuki 
GSXR750 (read, commuting to and 
from work) may prove to be an 
unbearable task, but when it comes 
to the race track the new Suzuki, as 
should be proven in Superbike and 
club racing, may be unbeatable. ©

Zeroing checks 


to zero degrees

“I have a wide range of musical tastes,” said 
Kevin, as he carefully selected a record from 
his rather large collection of albums. “I like 
anything from jazz to punk. I don't really 


like hard rock too much. 

Here's one I know you'll like, 

Kit, The Dead Milkmen.” 
The Dead Milkmen? That 


really wasn’t what I thought a 
Enduro National Champion would 
have in his record collection, but in 
a way I wasn’t surprised, either. 

I said, “Yeah, sure Kevin, that 
would be fine.” I was lying. 

"You have a choice," said Kevin. 
“Do you want to hear Big Lizard in 
My Back Yard, or The Thing That 
Eats Only Hippies?” 

“You got any other choices?" 

"Oh wait, here, I got one for you,” 
said Kevin. “It’s called Bitchin’ 
Camaro. You'll like this one." 

There was no way out. “Yeah, that 
sounds good,” I said. 
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Enduro riders in general are a 


unique breed of motorcycle compet- 
itors. They aren't looking for fame 


and they certainly aren't looking for 
fortune. They just have an incredibly 
strong desire to win and excel in 
their hobby. In 1987, Kevin Hines 
had the most desire, and it paid off 
with the 1987 AMA National Cham- 
pionship Enduro title. It was his 


first-ever championship in seven 


years of trying. 

Not only was clinching the title 
a sweet victory for Hines, in doing 
so he satisfied his own personal quest 
of putting an end to Husqvarna's 17- 
year domination of the sport. 

Two years ago, Hines left Team 
Husqvarna with a bitter taste in his 
mouth, feeling that Husky was 
playing favoritism with other team 
riders, and joined KTM in hopes of 
getting revenge on his former team. 
He succeeded on October 1, 1987, in 
Lucerne Valley, California, the 10th 
round of the 12-round National 
Enduro Series, when he officially 
wrapped up the championship with 


a third overall finish on his KTM 
350. 
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Kevin. John Hincs was born 


October 17, 1960, in Waltham, 
Massachusetts, He spent his child- 
hood years in Weston, Massachu- 
setts, with his parents. Paul and 
Mary, and his three brothers: Ronnie 
(30), Ralph (40) and Paul (41). 

Hines first got the itch to go racing 
in 1973 when he started racing go- 
karts, and did so quite successfully 
for three years. He was also active 
in high school sports, spending the 
majority of his time playing ice 
hockey. Following high school, 
Hines attended college at the New 
Hampshire Technical Institute for 
two-and-a-half years before putting 
the books aside 1n order to challenge 
the National enduro circuit. 

Hines competed in his first enduro 
in 1974, after which he took home 
his first trophy. He finished fifth in 
the 125cc B class during one of the 
New England Junior Enduro Series 
events. Hines went on to win the 
250cc Junior Championship three 
times. 

Hines was 17-years-old when he 
rode his first Internauonal Six-Days 
Enduro (ISDE), U.S. Qualifier. in 
lexas, then followed up with a 
qualifier in Alabama. He finished 
neither event. 

“I basically just wanted to see what 
they were all about," said Kevin. 

Four years later (1982), Hines rode 
his next ISDE Qualifier and won the 
250cc class. Hines eventually qual- 
ified that year to represent the U.S. 
Silver Vase team in Czechoslovakia 


and finished the six-day event with | 


a bronze medal. Hines rode the six- 
days four times after that, once on 
the Silver Vase team (1983, Wales, 
bronze medal), twice on the Trophy 
team (84, Holland, bronze medal, 
and '87, Poland, gold medal) and 


once on a club team ('85 Spain, silver 
medal). 

3aines started riding the National 
Enduro Series in 1982 on a Husky 
and finished 13th overall; in 1983 he 
broke the top 10. 

At the beginning of the 1984 
season, Hines got off to a perfect 
start, winning the first three 
Nationals, but it was also the year 
his father died. Kevin and his dad 
were-very close, and his father's 
sudden death was a serious blow to 
Kevin and his drive toward the 
National Championship. Kevin sat 
out the last couple of Nationals and 
wound up finishing seventh overall. 

"My dad was very involved in my 
racing," said Kevin. “He went to 90 
percent of all my races, and he 
wanted me to win the championship, 
so I pursued it after he died. I dedicate 
my championship to him." 

Kevin's father, Paul, was a very 
successfull designer/businessman. 
He invented and patented an 
electrical, variable resistor device 
used in automobiles, aircraft, 
tractors, etc., called the Resistofilm. 
Eventually, Kevins's dad completely 
sold out his highly profitable 
business before retiring. Paul's 
enormous profits (which Kevin's 
mother now controls) is Kevin's 
main source of revenue, enabling 
Kevin to concentrate entirely on his 
racing career, including training and 
practicing. ad 

In 1985, his last year-with- Team 
Husqvarna, Kevin finished third; his 
first year with KTM in 1986, Kevin 
captured second, and he finally 
reached his goal in 1987 with the 
championship. 

From 1982 to 1985, Hines also 
finished in the top four in the AMA 
National Championship Hare 
Scrambles Series, winning the 500cc 
class in 1983 and '84. 
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Kevin’s second hobby to motorcycling is mountain biking. Even in sub- 
zero degree temperatures, Kevin hits the woodsy trails of Massachusetts. 
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Kevin can go riding, Jet Skiing and water skiing right from the front yard of his three-bedroom house. 


One week following the final 
round of the National enduro season 
in New Jersey, I packed up my bags 
and headed to Boston to spend three 
days with Hines at his Wareham, 
Massachusetts, home. 

I arrived on a Thursday evening 
at Logan Airport in Boston, where 
I was greeted by Kevin. Although I 
know Kevin fairly well as a racer, 
I had no idea what Kevin was like 
at home or what he liked to do when 
he's not zeroing checks. That's what 
I wanted to find out. 

After showing me some of the 
sights in downtown Boston, we 
climbed into his well-used but clean 
1984 Jeep Grand Wagoneer and 
headed south. We drove for nearly 
an hour before reaching his house, 
located in the woods far from any 
major city. 

As we pulled off Highway 495, 
aiming toward Cape Cod, Kevin 
said, "Ihis highway used to end 
right here; they've finally completed 
it..It now runs all the way to Cape 
Cod. It’s really a shame, too, because 
they destroyed some of my best trails. 
Progress!" 

Kevin's house is located at the end 
of a dirt road. His fairly new, 1987 
Ford van with 460 cubic inch engine 
and Pro-Trak trailer were parked out 
front. It’s the same van he drives to 
most of the Nationals, and it’s built 
for traveling, as was immediately 
evident to me by the 10 stereo 
speakers in the front cab alone. 

Just a few yards away from the 
house is a moderately sized body of 
water called Spectacle Lake. 

“They call it that because from the 
air it’s shaped like a pair of glasses," 
explained Kevin. ''I really like it here 
because I can go Jet Skiing, water 
skiing, trail riding and mountain 
bike riding right from my house." 

The house itself isn’t anything 
spectacular from the outside but it’s 
very comfortable on the inside. It’s 
a three-bedroom arrangement with 
a living room, den, large kitchen, one 
bathroom and a basement, where 
Kevin keeps most of his "toys." 
Ihere's a gold mine of goodies down 
there. 

"Ihe house used to be our family's 
summer getaway house when I was 
growing up in Weston," said Hines. 
"Now I live here." 

"But a lot of umes, usually in the 
winter months, I stay in Georgia 


with Barry and Patti Higgins. They 
own H & H Cycle, and they both 
help me out a whole bunch in my 
racing. Barry does most of the work 
on my KTMs and Patti gives me a 
lot of moral support. I attribute 
much of my success to them. They 
are great people.” 

When Friday morning came 
around, the temperature was approx- 
imately 10? below zero, 1ncluding the 
wind-chill factor, and Kevin wanted 
to take me riding and show me some 
of the trails around his house. 
Despite the cold weather, we suited 


.up and took off right from his 


garage. Kevin thought the cool air 
was perfect for riding. I was 
shivering. 

in a few short minutes of riding, 
I was shaking but 1t wasn t from the 
cold anymore. It was from having 
the throttle suck wide open on the 
KTM 250 I was riding as we motored 
along a skinny dirt trail alongside 
Highway 495. I quickly got the bike 
under control and killed the motor. 

Kevin turned around and rode 
back to where I had stopped. “What 
happened? Did the throttle stick?" 

Either that was a damn lucky 
guess, or he knew something I didn’t. 

"Yeah, how did you know?” I said. 

"Well, I changed carburetors on 
it, and the throttle stuck wide open 
on me twice yesterday," he said. “I 
thought I had fixed it." — 

Kevin played around with the 
throttle cable, hoping to fix the 
problem. We switched bikes — Kevin 
handed me his 350, and we continued 
on our way. Ás I was getting used 
to the awesome power of his big-bore 
KIM, and trying to keep Kevin in 
sight, we came to the next turn. I 
got my second adrenaline rush when 
I hit the rear brake and found none. 
I overshot the turn, plowed through 
a couple of rocks, flattened a few 
bushes and rejoined the trail. Whew! 

"Oh, yeah," he said, “the pads are 
a little worn and you need to pump 
the brake pedal twice before they 
work. I kind of let my bikes go after 
the Nationals.” 

Back underway, Kevin led me 
through some tight trails around 
trees and over rocks. I was busy 
ducking underneath tree branches, 
the type that'l] grab your neck and 
rip you off the back of your bike if 
you don't pay attention. There were 
wet, greasy-slick branches laying 


across the trails, trying to spit me 
on the ground. 

Kevin was long gone by now. I was 
fighting the trees, and the trees were 
winning. Eventually, Kevin stopped 
and waited for me to catch up. 

I caught up to him, he smiled at 
me and said, “Just wait until we get 
into the woods.” 

I could hardly wait. 


We finally got out of what I 
thought was the woods (silly me) and 
rode down some morc wide open 
trails. Kevin suddenly stopped when 
the throttle on the 250 stuck wide 
open again. Hopefully fixing the 
problem for the last time, Kevin took 
me to his "outdoor supercross track. 
I do a lot of my practicing here, 
sometimes with Jo Jo Keller," who 
is a popular Supercross and National 
motocross racer from Massachusetts. 

In fact, our final destination of this 
journey was to meet Jo Jo at another 
one of Kevin's practice tracks about 
15 miles away, but we never made 
it. 

While he was showing me around 
another of his MX tracks, Kevin was 
setting himself up for a steep jump 
when the throttle stuck wide open 
during his approach. I was right 
behind Kevin, and the next thing I 
knew, he and his bike were sailing 
through the air. Kevin hit the eject 
button and let his bike flv, while 
making.a perfect two-point landing 
on his feet. The bike hit the ground 
and cartwheeled three or four times 
before it came to a screaming stop. 
Ihe throttle was sull stuck and we 
got it shut off before the motor blew 
up. It was a spectacular get-off. I was 
impressed. 

"Thats 1t," said Kevin laughing. 
"Its time to head back. This bike 
is trying to kill me.” 

Back at the house, Kevin decided 
to thrash .me on a mountain bike 
ride. 

"But it’s cold out," I whined. 

"No way, it's perfect," said Kevin, 
"and besides that, you'll warm up 
in a hurry." 

He wasn't lying. Kevin took me 
out on a 40-minute ride through the 
woods around his house. There was

no way I could keep up with him. 
Every time I thought I was doing 
pretty well, Kevin would start 
pedaling harder and easily pull away 
from me, especially on the hills. 

It was dark by the time we got back 
to his house and I was exhausted and 
freezing. 

"Tomorrow a bunch of my friends 
are coming over and we're going on 
a real mountain bike ride," said 
Kevin. "We'll start about noon and 
ride ‘till it gets dark." 

"He's an animal, that's almost five 
hours," I thought. I barely lasted 40 
minutes today. 

The next day, the wind chill factor 
set the temperature at about 15? 
below zero, and Kevin had me 
wearing these super thin, skin-tight 
mountain bike pants, and an equally 
thin shirt with a lightweight Jacket 
on top of that. Kevin was pumped 
and couldn't wait to go riding. I had 
no problems waiting. 

“We'll ride mostly in the woods. 
It'll be a little bit warmer in there,’ 


said Kevin. 


Kevin had planned on having 
about 10 of his friends ride with us, 
‘but they all won't show up," he 
said. “They'll whimp out because 
they think it’s cold outside. I tell ya, 
it’s tough finding people to go 
mountain biking with me. Usually 
they ride with me for about a week, 
then I'll never see 'em again. Except 
for my friend, Dr. J. He's the only 
one who likes riding with me. He's 
an animal. We've gone on some 
killer rides together.” 

Kevin and I, and Dr. J. and two 
other of Kevin's friends braved the 
frigid cold that day and hit the trails. 
It was a ride I'1l never forget. 

Kevin had us riding through tight 
woods, carrying our bicycles over 1ce 
cold streams and up steep hills, and 
racing down killer downhills. Much 
of the terrain around Kevin's house 


is sand, and, on a bicycle, sand 1s 
no fun. Luckily, it was so cold out 
that the sand was frozen hard, and 
it was like riding on asphalt. 

Although I was getting tired, I 
never wanted to stop, because as long 
as I was moving, I was warm. 

Kevin was awesome. He pedaled 
or ran up all the hills, never losing 
his breath nor showing any signs of 
fatigue. On the other hand, I was 
gasping for air while Kevin waited 
for me to catch up. 

"You're not doing bad for an L.A. 
boy," said Kevin. "You're probably 
not used to clean air.” 

As we started heading back, with 

the sun dropping behind the hills, 
the headwind was strong and 
extremely cold. I could barely move 
my lips to talk, my fingertips were 
frozen and my feet were numb. 

"It must be 20? below zero now,” 
said Kevin. "At least we don't have 
to worry about frostbite. If it was 
about 40 below, then we would have 
to worry." 

That was comforting to know. 

We finally arrived at Kevin’s 
house. While I was sitting in Kevin’s 
living room, trying to thaw out, 
Kevin said he wanted to cook dinner. 

“I love to cook," he said. “It’s a 
lot of fun." 

Kevin cooks a mean quesadilla. 

Kevin's eating habits are typical 
for a serious racer. 

"About four years ago I decided 
tó really watch what I eat," said 
Kevin. "I no longer eat red meat, 
dairy products or any junk foods. I 
mostly eat seafood and Mexican 
food.’ 

That night one of Kevin’s friends, 
Henry, came by with freshly caught 
scallops and flounder. Kevin helped 
with the cooking and then we 
feasted. 

Kevin really isn’t the partying type 
when he’s home. 





"I usually go to bed by nine 
o'clock." 

But he makes up for it by getting 
up early to go training, which 
usually involves-mountain biking, 
trail-riding, Jet Skiing or water 
skiing, or all of the above. 

Saturday night, once again, Kevin 
wanted to go to bed early in order 
to compete in a eight-mile sprint 
mountain bike race with his friend 
Dr. J. the first thing in the morning. 

We arrived at the race site shortly 
before the start of the race, and it 
was around 15 degrees. In the extra 
time, Kevin and Dr. J. decided to 
prerun the eight-mile course instead 
of waiting around for the start. 

About five minutes after prerun- 
ning the course, and not the slightest 
bit winded, Kevin started out on the 
race and finished third overall, just 
one minute, 20 seconds behind 
second place finisher, former Cyclo-- 
cross Champion Paul Curley. 

"Em really happy about that," 
said Kevin. "I would really like to 
take mountain bike racing more 
seriously.” 

For finishing third overall, Kevin 
took home $20 of the purse. 

“That’s more money than I've ever 
made in an enduro,” said Kevin. 

While the mountain bike race was 
going on, about 40 miles away, 
another activity was in the works. 
Kevin told me it was called the Slip 
Shot, a popular, once a year, organ- 
ized motorcycle trail ride promoted 
by the King Phillips Motorcycle 
Club. Kevin's first intention. was for 
us to ride the event, but with the cold 
weather and frozen ground (Kevin 
said he didn't have any studded tires 
for his motorcycles), he decided to 
ride the mountain bike race. 

"But we won't miss the best part 
of the ride," said Kevin, “and that’s 
the gaggers and sinkers.”’ 

I had no idea what he was talking 
about. 

“After the ride, these guys party 
hard and eat gaggers and sinkers," 
he said. 

I found out that gaggers are a type 
of hot dog, and sinkers are extremely 
greasy french fries. I never could get 
a straight answer from anybody 
when I asked what kind of meat 
gaggers were, but I was pretty sure 
that whatever it was, it wasn’t USDA- 
approved. 

“Try one, Kit," said. Kevin. 
"You've got to have one. You'll love 
em." 

"Oh yeah? What do they taste 
like?" 


"I don't know, I won't eat ’em,”’ 
said Kevin. 
A* ck KK * 


Stephane-Anne Claire Bergatti, 
"Stef," is Kevin's fiancee. Kevin and 
Stef starting dating five years ago, 
and ever since then, Stef has adapted 
to the enduro scene as though she 
invented the sport. 

Stef has played a major role in 
Kevin's enduro career. She travels to 
nearly all the National enduros with 
Kevin and, basically, 1s his pit crew, 
and a good one at that. 

“Tve known Kevin ever since I was 
10 years old," she said. "I used to 
live right across the lake from here 
and that's how I got to know Kevin." 

"Before Kevin and I started dating, 
Ididn't even know. what a motorcycle 
was. Now I can help Kevin work on 
them, program (enduro timekeep- 
ing) computers, just about do any- 
thing." 

"I try to help him in every way 
possible with his racing," said Stef. 
"At first it was a little difficult, 
because I. was learning so much 
about the sport. He would come in 
after an enduro and yell at me if 
something bad happened to him out 
on the trail. I used to think he was 
yelling at me, but I began to realize 
he was just yelling and letting out 
steam. 

"At the races, I can now tell 
sometimes if there is something 
wrong with his bike as he comes into 
the pits. If he needs an exhaust pipe 
or something, I can get out all the 
tools he needs to get it fixed right 
away. For me, it’s like being a part 
of the race, making it more fun. I'll 
help anybody, too, but Kevin always 
comes first." 

"We've been planning on getting 
married for a long time, but with his 
racing and all, it's been tough going 
through with it. We plan on having 
a fall wedding, but we don't know 
which fall yet. We have plenty of 
time.” 

What is Kevin like romantically? 
“He’s not the mushy type,” says Stef.

Kevin plans on at least one more 
season of racing. 

"I'm definitely going to defend my 
title next year," said Kevin. "After 
that I’m not exactly sure what I'm 
going to do.

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Interview: 500cc World Champion 


Wayne Gardner 


The Aussie who 
beat the Yanks

With the season all-but over, the World 
Champion and I sat on a low wall 1n the 
Buenos Aires paddock, constantly inter- 
rupted by people who wanted autographs, 


photographs, or just to be 
there. It made talking difficult. 

"Id better turn my ticket 
round," said Wayne Gardner, 
swivelling the IRTA pass clipped to 
his belt so his name was no longer 
legible. 

“I think," I felt compelled to say, 
"they'll probably recognize you 
anyway." 


"Yeah," he grinned. “Kenny told 


. meI wouldn't be able to do anything 


crazy in public anymore." 

For a man whose all-round riding 
skills brought him 11 pole positions, 
seven wins, 12 rostrum places, points 
in every race, and the title in only 
his third full works-bike season, 
Gardner sometimes seems surpris- 


ingly naive. Then again, perhaps 


not. After a year when Gardner made 
a few enemies by dedicating every 
fiber of his being towards winning 
races, perhaps one can allow a 
measure of social disorientation. 

Since then, the one-time “‘Wol- 
longon Wild One” has had some time 
to get used to being the 500cc World 
Champion. Back home in Australia, 
he’s not merely recognized without 
his IRTA pass, he’s been lionized and 
feted, treated as a hero in his native 
city, appeared on TV, and all the 
other things that attend upon a 
national hero. It’s not something he 
enjoys, though he recognizes its 
financial value, and that “It’s a once- 
in-a-lifetime experience. d 

And there's nothing like adulation 
to help you grow up fast. 

Not exactly a boy from the out- 


back, Gardner is some kind of 


modern equivalent... a kid from 
nowhere special in the industrial 
part of New South Wales, he has 
done it all himself, developing not 
only his riding talent but his public 
image as well, self-groomed for 
stardom, via Sydney airport and a 
bed in the back of a second-hand car. 

“I never came to Europe with a 
works ride, like the Americans did,” 
he happily reminds us. “When I 
arrived in Britain, I had no money; 
nothing really." Except a determi- 
nation so fierce that he made an 
instant and indelible impression on 
the cozy world of British racing, 
rapidly moving from his shoestring 
effort on a Moriwaki Kawasaki to his 
current stature as a GP star. 

He did share something with the 
Americans he has now defeated after 
almost 10 years of complete domi- 
nation - a dirt track background, as 
a teenage racer on the Australian 
"short-tracks," where he first prac- 
ticed the art of back-wheel steering 
at an age when most European riders 
are lucky if they’re running a moped 
to school. 

He took to road racing almost on 
a whim - removing the air filters 
from his Yamaha because everyone 
else was doing it, then seizing the 


" engine because he didn't realize you 


had to change the jets as well. He 
raced on weekends while serving an 
engineering apprenticeship — often 
quitting work on Friday to drive 
straight through the night to a 
meeting, and was spotted by Japan- 
ese ace tuner Mamoru Moriwaki 
giving a typically gritty performance 
on a bald-tired Honda. That led to 


Daytona and then to England in 1981 . 


with a high-bar Formula One Kawa- 
saki in the same bluc-and-yellow 
Moriwaki colors that had earlier 
brought Daytona winner Graeme 
Crosby to prominence. 

You may know his more recent 
history. Itching to go GP racing, he 
bullied: Honda Britain into taking 
him there - at his own expense! He 
made a disastrous debut in Assen in 
1983, when he ran into the fallen 
Franco Uncini, and almost killed 
him. But he scored points next time 
out in Misano in 1984; and just one 
year later, on a works Rothmans 
Honda triple, he harried and chiv- 
vied Freddie Spencer several times 
during the American's last cham- 
pionship year. Meantime, Gardner 
practically owned Japan's Suzuka 
Eight-Hour race from 1982 to 1986. 

But you may not be aware of the 
vulnerable human side that lurks 
beneath the feisty exterior - of the 
youngster who wept as his parents 
and girlfriend Donna Forbes pushed 
him through the airport. gates at 
Sydney the first time he left; who 
wept again after the incident with 
Uncini. At Goiania in 1987 too he 
couldn't fight back the tears of relief 
on the rostrum, after he'd concen- 


trated so hard during the race that 


it gave him a headache. 
But these were different tears, for 


. Wayne has come a long way in the 


last 10 years it has taken him to 
realize his lifelong ambition, and the 
achievement has changed him too - 
confirming the maturity that has 
been hard won along the way. 

Now, when his fellow riders - 
especially Randy Mamola and Eddie 
Lawson - criticize him for being 
unfriendly, and too proud when he 
wins, he can look back on it and say: 
“I think they're being a bit imma- 
ture. I'm not here to be sociable. I 
came to win. We'll have to see how 
I am when it’s my turn to get beaten. 
I don’t think Ill kick up the same 
fuss that they have." One hopes the 
words will not return to haunt him. 

Twenty- -eight a week after the 
season's end, Gardner 1s a stubby and 
rather aggressive character, rather 
prone to take offense, who - like so 
many other self-made men - doesn't 
suffer fools gladly. His team techni- 
cal boss, fellow-Australian Jerry 
Burgess, has worked with Mamola 
and Spencer in the past, and says: 
“Wayne is the most determined rider 
I've ever met. Freddie did it on pure 
ability. But Wayne does it on wil- 
Ipower too." 





Aussie Wayne Gardner dominated 
the 500cc GPs in 1987. 


He looks back on 1987 with a great 
sense of satisfaction. “I tried all year 
not to think of the championship. 
I honestly just tackled it race by race, 
and gave each race everything I 
could. 

“That was my mistake in 1986. 
After I won in Spain, and was 
leading on points, I automatically 
started thinking of the title, which 
made me tense. For example at 
Monza, where I couldn’t start the 
bike. I still blame myself. First I 
flooded it by lifting the front (to get 


` more fuel in on the line); but really 


it was my own fault because I was 
too nervous. 

“This year, I was PHA TMESSORUT not 
to fall into the same trap. But the 
pressure still got to me - at Jarama 
and at Misano. I had a few other bad 
points, mainly in bad weather, 
though I still came out of it fairly 
well. 

"But it was getting really difficult 
by the time I got to Jarama. I could 
have clinched the title there, but I 
had engine trouble." (He finished 
fourth, with a misfiring, overheating 
bike with a radiator holed by a flying 
front wheel balance weight.) “After 
that, I was real scared that my run 
of luck had come to an end.” 

The next race was in Brazil, where 
Gardner needed only to trail Mamola 
- and to nip past him at the end if 


the American was in the lead - to . 


secure the crown. "Everybody - I 
mean people like Kenny and Randy 
and them - expected me to cruise, 
but I thought that if I rode for a place, 
I might lose concentration. The best 
way was to ride my own race, and 
I tried to repeat the Czechoslovakian 
run, leading from start to finish." 

As we know, the plan worked to 
the letter, and it was only in the 
closing stages that Gardner allowed 
himself to think of the champion- 
ship. “They were the longest two 
laps of my career." 

After winning the title, Wayne 
could have followed the precedent set 
by Spencer and Sheene before him, 
and not bothered with the final GP. 
But he cited his presence in Argen- 
tina as proof that he was still hungry. 
"If I didn't want to win again, I 
wouldn't be on pole position. I'd be 
sick. I like racing and I-like winning. 
Financially, I could retire now and 
be comfortable for the rest of my life. 
But money's not the point." 

Indeed, as the paddock's most 
conspicuous Yuppie, he- can 


obviously afford not to worry too 
much. His motorhome rivals 
Spencer's for splendid appoint- 
ments, he is running the gamut of 
smart cars to park outside — Porsche 
Turbo and 928, a Mercedes Coupe 
on order, and plans for a Ferarri 
Testarossa 1n 1988. 

He also has that ultimate status 
symbol - an apartment in the mil- 
lionaire's tax-haven of Monaco - but 
the trappings of success have never 
distracted him from his task, and his 
all-round dedication has moved no 
less than Kenny Roberts to the 
opinion that: "Wayne has been 
doing it right for a long time.’ 

Off the bike, his seme was 
doggedly studious, in the motor- 
home, studying circuit maps and 
gearing charts, and making volum- 
inous notes. When he presented this 
bulging file to the Honda Racing 
Corporation at the end of 1986, they 
were amazed and delighted. No rider 
in their long experience had ever 
done anything like that. In reply, 
they built a brilliant new bike for 
1987. 

Aside from the deep personal 
satisfaction at achieving the goal of 
10 years, Wayne says he 1s enjoying 
bike racing more than ever. “You do 
when you win." He will stay on two 
wheels as long as the enjoyment is 
there, “‘for at least three or four more 
years," then he may go car racing, 
and already has a couple of tourin 
car drives lined up during the off 
season. 

He also sees a great improvement 
in his own riding. “I feel much more 
relaxed and safer - not so wild. 
Though I do still have moments, 
that's because I'm trying hard. 

"In the last three years I have 
learned to feel at home on a two-. 
stroke - to feel part of the bike. I used 
to feel like that on big four-strokes... 
as though I could do anything with 
them. This year has been the first 
time I've really felt like that on a 
500cc two-stroke.” 

His next year’s plans were still 
undecided in December, and he had 
been making carefully timed stat- 
ments that he may return on a 
Yamaha in 1988. “I want to weigh 
up all the options. I haven’t even 
spoken to Honda yet. I’ll see them 
when I go to Fuji, but if they don't 
fix me up then, they'll have to come - 
and see me. I have been approached 
by one of the Yamaha teams - I won't 
say which one - and I would love 
to try the Yamaha, having raced 
against It.’ 

As to Lawson's comments during 
the year about the Honda's super- 
iority in acceleration, he allows 
himself a smug grin. “Now he knows 
how I felt 1n 1986. I think both the 
Yamaha and the Honda have their 
good points - but the grass 1s always 
greener on the other side of the 
fence.” 

If it was all down only to being 
stubborn, Gardner could stay World 
Champion as long as he likes. Of 
course it’s a matter of riding the 
bikes, too. 

In this sphere, there is little 
comfort for his rivals. His riding has 
matured along with his personality, 
and by the end of the year the former > 
“Wild One," who many said would 
surely soon have a massive crash, was 
going faster and looking smoother 
than ever. 

“Of course, I’ve got the greatest 
respect for Eddie and Randy," he 
said. ‘““They’re still my heroes, as far 
as riding goes." But neither of them 
slide the rear with the same wilful 
abandon as Gardner; and only 
Spencer has ever done so before. Next 
year, Freddie will probably be back, 
and the aggressive little Australian 
is looking forward to it. 

And he intends to win again. ©

A new champ?

Nineteen eighty-eight is turning into the 
year of the 250. Kawasaki, Honda, Yamaha 
and Suzuki have introduced completely 
new, radically changed 250cc motocrossers

development program, the RM250 











has been creeping closer and closer 
to the top of the highly competitive 
250cc class, where it once was, a long 
time ago. The 1987 RM250 was 
Suzuki's finest 250cc motocrosser in 
years. Its suspension was the best in 
class, the motor was strong and 
overall handling was good, but 
neither strong nor good enough. 
One of the biggest gripes Suzuki 
factory riders had about the RM250 
was its small size. The RM gave the 
rider a cramped feeling, making it 
difficult to maneuver on the RM, so 
Suzuki trashed its old and well-used 
frame. design for one completely 
different and larger in overall size. 
The old frame was basically designed 
and tailor-made for Suzuki factory 
star Mark Barnett in the late 1970s 
and early '80s, and, if you remember, 
Barnett was fairly short and stalky 
Is size. Now we have a frame suited 


250272 


for Hannah, which should appeal to 
a wider variety of riders. 

Despite the larger frame, the 
Suzuki still has a relatively short 
57.9-inch wheelbase in order to 
maintain its traditional quick turn- 
ing characteristics. The chromemoly 
steel tubing frame also has been 
designed to carry the RM’s weight 
as close to the center of the wheelbase 
as possible. The new frame allows 
the twin radiators to be mounted 
lower on the front downtube; the 
motor to sit lower in the frame; and 
the swingarm pivot to be moved 
farther forward, all of which is 
designed to lower the bike’s overall 
center of gravity to improve han- 
dling. The new, 2.1-gallon gas tank 
hangs lower on the left side, and a 
longer seat is now used. 

The fork and rear suspension 
aren't radically changed over last 
year’s model, just refined. The 43mm 
Kayaba fork is still the cartridge type 
and fork tubes are attached to forged 
aluminum alloy triple clamps. 
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There are 20 external compression 
and rebound damping adjustment 
settings with the Kayabas, and low 
friction seals are used to help elim- 
inate stiction. 

The rear Full-Floater suspension 
has slightly different linkages, and 


the Kayaba shock carries a new 


reservoir complete with a compres- 
sion damping adjuster. There are 21 
compression and rebound external 
adjustments. 

The Suzuki’s motor takes on a 
number of changes for 1988. Ihe 
Automatic Exhaust Timing Control 
(AETC) power-valve is still used but 
the exhaust ports are wider, and the 
aluminum cylinder is still lined with 
a special hard composite surface 
plating consisting of a nickel/ 
phosphor alloy, carrying. boron 
bromide. This special hard coating 
helps dissipate heat better and 
improve wear life of the piston and 
ring. 

The biggest change to the Suzuki's 
motor is an all-new Mikuni carbure- 
tor. Suzuki calls the 38mm flat-slide 
Mikuni a “Slingshot” carb. The slide 
itself is thinner and lighter, and 
features a unique half-round index- 
ing ridge on the slide's face. The new 
slide is supposed to improve flow 
and reduce turbulence, eliminating 
dead air and increasing flow in the 
carburetor throat. Since the slide is 
smaller and lighter, a softer return 
spring is used, making the throttle 
easier to twist. 

Other changes to the RM include 
the addition of a head stay to reduce 
engine vibration, a new electroni- 
cally timed magneto CDI ignition, 
a modified rack-and-pinion clutch 
release for a lighter pull on the clutch 
lever, and a new piston and piston 
pin design to improve lubrication to 
the small end bearing. 

Impressive. That’s the first 
thought that comes to mind when 
riding the new RM. It’s different 
from last year’s model in just about 
every way. 

Engine response is snappy and 
power is much stronger than before, 
especially from midrange on up; low 
end isn’t anything to brag about, but 
is good enough to get the job done. 
It’s midrange where the Suzuki really 
shines. The RM hooks up slightly 
better off the bottom than last year’s 
250, pulls much harder in the middle 
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The new Slingshot Mikuni carburetor gives the new RM quicker and 
more precise throttle response. Vibration is now a thing of the past. 


lever pull is the lightest it’s ever been 
on the RM and feel is precise and 
accurate. One finger is all that’s 
needed to slip the clutch, so it’s easy 
to control the amount of power to 
the rear wheel when blasting out of 
turns. The front end does have the 
tendency to rise when the power hits, 
but the smoothly working clutch 
tends to alleviate the problem. 

Suzuki has finally rid the RM 
of engine vibration. It took Suzuki 
six years to do it, but now the RM 
is nearly vibration free, and it sure 
feels good not having that annoying 
shakin’ and rattlin’ anymore. The 
combination of having the exhaust 
pipe fit more snugly in the exhaust 
manifold, the reworked crank and 
the addition of a head-stay has really 
made a big difference. It vibrates no 
more than a Honda CR250. 

The stock gear ratios complement 
the RM's strong powerplant. There 
are no wide gaps between gears; the 
power picks up where each gear 
leaves off. 

The RM tips the scales at a claimed 
dry weight of 224 pounds, bordering 
on the porkier side. The extra few 
pounds can be detected when lifting 
the bike onto a stand, or pushing it 
around in the garage, but not on the 
track. The Suzuki doesn't feel any 
heavier at all when riding, which we 
attribute to a number of things: less 
overall vibration, an easier-to-turn 
throttle, good centralization of the 
bike's weight, overall narrower 
layout, responsive motor, and 
smoothly working suspension. We 
feel the combination of all these 
things gives the Suzuki an illusion 
that 1t's light. 

For years now, the RM has been 
the class leader in the suspension 
department, and it looks as though 
the 1988 RM250 will keep that 
tradition alive. 

The new Kayaba cartridge fork 
works extremely well right out of the 
crate and gets even better once 
dialing in the external damping 
adjustments. Each click on the 
adjusters produces a noticeable 
difference 1n fork action; it's easy to 
tune in the Suzuki's front suspen- 
sion. 

The Suzuki's rear Full Floater 
suspension design keeps getting 
better and better with every model 
year. It's by far the best we've ever 
tested. The back end stays close to 
the ground over the gnarliest terrain, 
which really comes 1n handy when 
powering out of turns. The throttle 
can be held wide open. without 
having to worry about the back end 
hoping badly over those nasty accel- 
eration bumps that usually form in 
turn exits. The Suzuki just glides 
right through the bumps, rarely ever 
getting sideways or out of control. 
The rear end is very predictable. 





of the powerband and has slightly 
more speed on top. 

Not only does the RM have more 
power, the motor revs more quickly 
but still maintains good tractability, 
making the Suzuki easy to ride in 
dry conditions. In fact, we felt the 
Suzuki worked best on dry, slick 
tracks for many reasons. Since the 
RM doesn't have an overabundance 
of low-end power, the rear wheel 
sticks to the ground quite well, 
spending less time spinning and 
getting sideways. With the mellow 
low-end, the RM tracks straight, and 
by the time the hard-hitting mid- 
range comes on the pipe, the bike 
has gained enough momentum to 


take advantage of the motor's strong- 


point, so wheelspin is kept to a 
minimum. 

When traction is at its best, we 
found the need to fan the clutch, 
which is no longer the problem it

Even over the faster, rolling-type 
whoops, the Suzuki works like a 
charm. The motorcycle feels 1ncred- 
ibly stable and tracks a straight line. 
If the RM does get a little out of sync, 
the Suzuki usually bails itself out of 
trouble without the rider having to 
back off the throttle. The RM 
radiates confidence to the rider, 
which means you can concentrate on 
other things. Pushing the Suzuki's 
suspension beyond its limit 1s hard 
todo. ^ 

The Suzuki turns extremely well. 
It's best to take advantage of tight,

inside lines on the RM rather than 
searching for berms way on the 
outside. Although the Suzuki can be 
leaned far over and will explode 
berms. better than before (thanks to 
the larger frame and awesome hor- 
sepower), it will carve a clean line 
on the inside, and do so quickly. The 
Suzuki is deadly on tight, twisty 
tracks. 

Braking on the Suzuki is adequate. 
The rear disc is powerful enough, 
but we feel the front disc could be 
a little stronger. We usually noticed 
the need for more front braking 
power when slowing down on down- 
hills, which are usually followed by 
tight turns. We didn’t like the front 
brake or the clutch levers very much, 
mainly because they don’t stick out

far enough from the grips and are 
small in size. It isn’t so much a 
problem on the brake side, but the 
clutch lever 1s ridiculous — the lever 
bottoms out on your knuckles before 
the clutch is completely disengaged. 
There isn’t enough of a dogleg bend 
in the stock levers. 

The Suzuki is a very comfortable 
motorcycle to ride when compared 
to past RMs. It now has a more 
neutral, flatter and larger layout, 
making it very easy to adapt to. The 
seat. padding has perfect density and 
has a narrow seat/gas tank junction. 
This combination makes the RM 
easy to flick around in turns and over 
jumps. Once again, the Suzuki is a 
super smooth jumper. It doesn’t play 
games 1n the air and touches down

off the largest jumps without a 

. violent. thud. Even when landing 
short over a double jump, the Suzuki 
handles the hard 1mpact as well as 
ever. 

Even though we haven't tested all 
of the 1988 250cc motocrossers yet, 
we have ridden most of them, and 
from the looks of things, the new 
Suzuki is going to be the pick of the 
litter in 1988. The motor has plenty 
Of potential, handling is first-rate 
and the suspension is spot on.

Manniko cleans up 
Schreiber Cup and 
El Trial de Espana

Colorado’s Mark Manniko was practically 
in a class all his own as he breezed through 


both the Schreiber Cup and El Trial de 
Espana with relative ease, taking the 


Championship and Expert 

class wins in each event. 
Canadian Steve Fracy came 

closest to Manniko in Satur- 


day's Schreiber Cup, finishing 27 
points behind. Arizona rider Todd 
Roper claimed third, six points shy 
of Fracy's 96-point score and two 
points ahead of local favorite Tom 
Hamann. 

The very next day Manniko came 
back to win the El Trial de Espana 
with a score of 31 points and 10 
cleans, easily outdistancing 
Hamann's 49/6 score. Kenny Leduc 
improved his standing from a sixth 
in the Schreiber Cup to third on 
Sunday, beating Roper by six points. 
Fracy scored fifth, just three points 
off of Roper's score. 

Saturday's Valley Observed Trials 
Enthusiasts-sponsored Schreiber 
Cup, held in honor of three-time 
National Champion and 1979 World 
Champion Bernie Schreiber, was the 
riders’ event designed to test their 
trials skills. Sections were difficult 
and set up to be much like those 
found in Europe, and rain the night 
before made the sections wet and 
muddy. The whole idea of the event 
is to prepare the American riders for 
what they would encounter in a 
World Championship event. 

Schreiber wasn't present at this 
year's event due to commitments 
with his European sponsors, and 
attendance in general was down from 
previous years. 


“Tt (the Schreiber Cup) turns some 
people off because it's supposed to 
be real hard," said Manniko. “But 
hard trials are the only way to be 
able to compete with the 
Europeans." 

Fantic-mounted Manniko didn't 
find this year's Schreiber Cup too 
difficult, however, and was otf and 
running after the first loop. Manniko 
made it through several sections with 
scores of one, cleaned a section, and 
accumulated five points in only three 
of the 10 sections. 

Hamann, aboard a Beta, was a 
close second after the first loop, 
scoring two cleans and consistent 
twos and threes 1n most sections. He 
also had scored fives in three sections, 
but was one of only a few riders to 
make it through the difficult section 


one with only three pcints. 


Fracy, on a borrowed Fantic, 
finished the first loop in third, three 
points behind Hamann, with con- 
sistent rides of threes, a two, a pair 
of ones and three fives throughout 
the sections. 

After loop two Manniko improved 
his score with two more cleans, 
several ones and a three. The same 
three sections claimed a score of five 
once again. | 

Hamann dropped several points in 
the second loop while Fracy 
remained consistent and added a 
clean to his score. That moved him 
into a tie 1n points with Hamann, 
but Hamann still maintained a one 
clean advantage.

Roper improved on his first loop 
score of 39 and moved into the hunt 
for second, seven points behind 
Hamann and Fracy. 

The third and final loop turned 
out to be a showcase for Manniko, 
and at the same time it was 
Hamann’s undoing. Manniko still 
couldn't get through the difficult 
first section and scored a five, but 
he cleaned four of the next five 
sections. The only one of these 


Manniko didn't clean he scored one 
point. Three consecutive fives were 
accumulated over the next sections, 
then he cleaned the final section. 
Hamann had a terrible time in the 
final loop, scoring six fives and 
threes in the remaining sections. 


Fracy remained consistent 
through the final loop to lock up 


second place, while Roper came on 
strong to edge Hamann out of third. 








“The sections were fairly diffi- 


cult," said Manniko afterwards. “It 
was a little easier than Schreiber 
Cups in the past.” 

“I never got through section one 
all day!" said Fracy. “I don’t see how 
anyone could ride through it. This 
was my kind of trials; I like it real 
muddy, it's like this where I come 
from.” 

Roper revealed his strategy after 
the event. “I had to ride smart and 
plan dabs that would get me through 
sections. Instead of trying to clean 
sections I would try to dab and get 
through them.” 

In Support class action, Peter 
Croft edged Kevin Morton out of first 
place by one point. Croft was con- 
sistent over the three loops, while 
Morton had the advantage after they 
completed loop two. The final loop 
was disastrous for Morton, though, 
as he gave up six points to Croft. 
Charlie Gilfert finished third with 
a 79/5 score, and David Graham took 
fourth by three points over Gary 
Conrad. 

On Sunday the American Trials 
Association hosted the 18th Annual 
El Trial de Espana. The event was 
originally designed to help raise 
funds to send the top American trials 
rider to Spain, where most of the top 
trials machines used to be made, 
where he would compete in Euro- 
pean events, bring back the things 
he had learned and share the knowl- 
edge with American riders by con- 
ducting schools. Now the monies 
raised go towards helping the top 
rider compete in the National 
Championship Series. 

The Expert class ran one loop 
consisting of 12 sections in the 
morning, then in the afternoon 
moved to the five-section exhibition 
loop, where they made two passes for 
the many spectators who came to 
watch. 

When the scores were compiled 
after the first loop was completed 
Manniko was on top with a score 
of 7/9. Hamann and Fracy were tied 
for second with 12/8 scores, and 
Leduc was a point and two cleans 
behind in fourth. Roper was fifth at 
18 points, two ahead of David Pyle. 

The exhibition sections proved to 
be much more difficult with several

near-vertical climbs over jagged 
rocks, off-camber inclines and tight 
turns. Manniko looked impressive in 
the first loop, scoring only 11 points 
and cleaning one section. Hamann 


and Roper both had scores of 16 after 


the first loop, and Roper was the only 
other rider to score a clean. Pyle and 
Mark Older both had scores of 19, 
one point ahead of Leduc. The rest 
of the scores for the first exhibition 
loop were all 23 and 25s. 

Manniko continued to shine 
through the final loop, scoring only 
13 points. Hamann once again made 
it through with a score of 16, as did 
Leduc. Pyle was the only other rider 
to score below 21 in this loop as he 
compiled 19 points. 

When the three loops were tallied 
Manniko had the best score of 31/ 
10. Hamann finished second with a 
44/8 score, five points ahead of 
Leduc. Roper claimed fourth, while 
Fracy and Pyle tied on points for 
fifth, with Fracy getting the nod by 
three cleans. 

“The sections in the morning were 
easy," said Manniko. "The after- 
noon was excellent; the sections were 
difficult but cleanable. I'm glad there 
were a lot of people, it pumps you 
up. It's easier to psych yourself up 
for the hard sections and not think 
about how tired you are." 

Hamann agreed with Manniko on 
the difficulty. '"The first loop was too 
easy, the exhibition was more my 
style. That's the way it should be," 
Hamann said referring to the diffi- 
culty of the exhibition loop. 

Croft topped the Advanced class 
with a 19/19 score over two loops. 
Kevin Norton was second, one point 
ahead of Gilfert. e

Glide Sport 


Heavy metal 
fun machine

It’s no secret that the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company marches to the beat of a 
different drummer. After all, they practically 


wrote the tune, having started manufactur- 


ing motorcycles back when | getting the knack of that new- 
Wilbur and Orville were still fangled flying business. Given 





Harley’s maverick ways, it should 


come as no surprise that the newest. 


Electra Glide, the FLHS Sport, isn’t 
endowed with pavement-rippling 
horsepower, nor will it humble 
many other motorcycles with its 
cornering ability. In fact, it isn’t at 
all sporty in the conventional sense, 
at least compared to contemporary 
sport bikes. But remember, the Motor 
Company does things its own way. 
By Electra Glide standards, the 
FLHS is sporty. 

The FLHS gets its sportiness by 
dispensing with some of the more 
elaborate FL-series touring features 
in favor of a more spartan equipment 
list. In place of a handlebar- or 
frame-mounted fairing, for instance, 
there’s a simple plexiglass wind- 
shield, with a shape about as sophis- 
ticated as a rain- -warped barn door. 
Also missing is the roomy travel 
trunk. In its place behind the pas- 
senger seat is a small platform to 
which soft luggage or other odds and

ends may be attached at need. The 
absence of these two items actually 
lend the FLHS a lean, sporty look 
compared to its full-dress brothers. 

Though outward appearances 
differ, the heart of the Sport still beats 
to the same rhythm as all the other 
Big Twins, thanks to its 1340cc 
Evolution vee-twin engine. Decades 
of refinement to Harley’s trademark 
45-degree twin have resulted in the 
closest thing to a maintenance-free 
motorcycle engine yet. Traditional 
tune-up procedures simply don’t 
apply, such as carburetor synchron- 
ization (there’s only one), valve 
adjustment (controlled by hydraulic 
lifters), cam chain adjustment 
(thanks to pushrods) and ignition 
timing (handled by solid-state elec- 
tronics). Pracucally all the Evolution 
engine asks is that you change the 
oil and filter as needed, keep the air 
filter clean and screw in a set of fresh 
spark plugs now and then. 

The lazy mechanic’s favorite 
engine has a lazy personality on the 
road, one that grows on you as the 
miles go by. With a scant 5200 rpm 
redline, sending the Sport’s tach 
needle scurrying into the upper 
reaches of the rev range is not only 
unnecessary, it doesn’t do much 
good. There’s a fair amount of 
muscle up there, but the Evolution 
engine is far happier in the middle 
of the powerband, where its brawny 
torque curve can strut its stuff most 





effectively. For 1988 the 49-state 
1340cc engine has a new camshaft 
profile which Harley claims 
increases that torque by six percent, 
as well as increasing horsepower by 
three percent. California models, 
however, retain last year’s profile and 
output to comply with CARB 
exhaust emission levels. 

In either trim, the Sport’s engine 
vibration is contained by Harley’s 
effective rubber mounting. At idle 
the engine’s mighty throb bypasses 
the mounts almost completely, but 
above 2200 rpm things settle down 
considerably until only a muted buzz 
is felt through the grips or floor- 
boards. Even at speeds in the 65-70 
mph range, only the professionally 
picky will find themselves subjected 
to enough vibration to trigger their 
complain reflexes. Rest your foot 
against the shifter or the engine case, 
though, and you’ll be reminded 
immediately that there’s a whole 
IÉ— shakin' going on in the engine 

ay. 

The Sport's rubber engine mount- 
ing outshines the bike's suspension 
compliance, however, leaving the 
overall comfort equation somewhat 
unbalanced. Both the front fork and 
the rear shocks have a stiff, uncom- 
pliant feel, as though the idea were 
less to soak up the bumps than to 
pound them flat in passing. On 
smooth roads and freeways, the 
Electra Glide Sport does indeed 
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There's no other feeling 
like it inthe world . . .

glide, its meaty 16-inch tires exhib- 
iting only a slight tendency to follow 
rain grooves. But on secondary roads 
or well-travelled city streets, the 
Sport’s accommodating demeanor 
can turn surly. Harley claims 4.6 
inches of travel for the fork and 3.0 
inches for the shocks. With the front 
and rear air suspension adjusted to 
factory specs, the 700-pound Sport 
uses up enough of both at rest so 
that it bottoms out over some bumps 
that would barely disturb other bikes 
in its class. 


The Sport’s handling, as distinct 
from its suspension, is another 
matter. With 26 degrees of rake and 
a whopping 6.2 inches of trail, the 
FLHS belies its size with surprising 
agility. It's no 250 Ninja, but 1t steers 
with a directness and speed that goes 
against what most riders think they 
know of how Harleys handle. A line 
drawn between the Sport’s fork tubes 
runs behind the steering head, not 
in front as 1s the case with most bikes. 
Perhaps this is why the Sport feels 
a little wonky at parking-lot speeds. 





At the heart of the FLHS is the 1340cc Evolution V-twin; the closest 
thing to a maintenence free engine yet; traditional tune-ups don't apply. 





At any feet-up. pace, however, the 
wonkiness disappears, replaced by 
direct, neutral steering. 

If you give in to thé temptation 
to put the Sport through its paces 
on back roads, you'll be pleased not 
only by its steering but by its brakes, 
as well. Al] three single piston 
calipers look like they were carved 
from billet by Fred Flintstone. The 
immense handlebar-mounted front 
master cylinder would almost look 
at home under the hood of a car, 
practically as much as the brake 
pedal seems more suited to the cab 
of an old pickup truck. Nevertheless, 
grab a four-fingered handful of front 
brake, and the porky FLHS will 
come to a smooth, controlled stop 
so fast you might not get your foot 
down in time to keep from tipping 
over. Forget what you've heard about 
Harley brakes in the past — this one 
is strong. The front fork's air supply 
reservoir is shared by an effective 
anti-dive unit, and both are adjus- 
table via a Schraeder valve in the left 
end of the handlebar.

That same handlebar sweeps back 
at a comfortable angle toward a 
plush seat with plenty of lower back 
support. On either side of the engine 
is. a broad, flat, spring-mounted 
floorboard. The Sport's cockpit 1s an 
inviting place to while away a few 
hundred miles, thanks to these and 
a very effective distortion-free wind- 
shield. For all their aerodynamic 
styling and wind tunnel-tested 
design, few luxo-touring bike fair- 
ings ward off the wind as well as the 
Sport's low-rent alternative, which 1s 
adjustable in a couple of minutes 
over a three-inch range by loosening 
four easily accessible bolts. 

Rounding out the Sport's touring 
amenities is a pair of saddlebags that 
elicit mixed reacuons. They're large 
enough to stow a weekend's worth 
of necessities, but only for the pilot 
or the passenger, not both. The right- 
side bag sacrifices some of its volume 
to a large inward bulge to accom- 
modate the battery, which nestles 
directly behind it. In addition, both 
bags stink abominably of fresh 
fiberglass. Wash the bags, leave the 
lids off overnight for two weeks

straight, it doesn't matter — this 
smell just doesn't want to go away, 
and it almost always saturates any- 
thing left in the bags for long. And 
finally, the bags' unfinished inner 
surface, combined with the plentiful 
vibration allowed by the mounting 
system, scuffed several holes clear 
through a nylon tool bag, and can 
easily mar harder surfaces. 

There are a few other annoying 
niggles scattered around the Sport. 
One is the feeble horn, mounted in 
such a way in the vee of the cylinders 
that no one who isn't strapped to the 
engine's primary case will ever hear 
it. Another is the time-honored 
Harley turn signal switches, which 
only flash as long as they're held 
down. And finally, the fuel gauge on 
this particular test bike would play 
dead for the first 50 miles of a full 
tank, then flutter back and forth as 
though indicating the fuel level on 
some other motorcycle, and finally 

et down to business around the half- 
ul point. Experience with other 
bikes indicates this isn't typical of 
Harley fuel gauges, however. 

Typical of all Harleys, though, 1s 
the Sport's presence in traffic. Little 
kids wave from the back seat of 
station wagons, heads turn as you 
ride by, and the classic cop-bike look 
does to traffic what Moses did to the 
Red Sea. The torquey engine will 
plod along in top gear at 35 mph 
all day or fly down the freeway at 
'"Good-morning-Judge' speeds 
from dawn to dusk. For reasons such 
as these, this Harley doesn't need to 
be sporty in the usual sense of the 
word, because sport implies recrea- 
tion. Whatever that means to you, 
whether it's touring, or back road 
cruising, or even commuting, the 
FLHS Sport is suited pretty well to 
your kind of recreation. If you can't 
have a good time on a bike like this, 
you're just not trying hard enough, 
sport. *

It just hit me that this is the 
25th birthday of the grand old 
paper known as Cycle News. 

I was there in the beginning 
as a reader of a four-page, 10 cent 
tabloid named Motorcycle Journal. 


“Cycle Urinal,” as the wags called 
it, was the latest in a line of at least

six local papers to try and publish 
motorcycle news on a weekly basis. 
Dismayed, I watched it, too, struggle 
and fail, missing issues, lurching 
along, almost stopping dead like the 
others. I worked on a monthly 
motorcycle magazine at the time, but 
I needed that weekly dose of news 
and results to keep going. 
Fortunately, my boss at the mag- 
azine and I had professional differ- 


ences of opinion and he said, giving 


me splendid advice, ''If that's the way 
you feel, get your own magazine!” 
ri always be grateful to Joe Park- 
hurst for firing me from the best job 
I ever had. Because by coincidence, 
the owner of the weekly paper gave 
up the business that very September, 
1965. He said he'd sell me the name 
and mailing list (which is all the 
property consisted of) for $3000. 

That was the scariest decision of 
my life. The name was worthless; it 
would have to be changed quickly. 
The list was about 2500 names and 
addresses of people who newspapers 
were owed to. There were some art 
files and two talented young staff 
writers who hadn't seen a paycheck 
lately. That's all. I didn't have $3000 
either. 

Each week I prayed, “Just let me 
put out one more issue on time.” And 
so it has gone for nearly a quarter 
of a century. A lot of hair has fallen 


on my typewriter and a lot of good 
people answered that prayer, angels 
all, for sure. 

Cycle News 1s a crusading news- 
paper. A tabloid, we sensationalize 
our stories, whether it is anti- 
discrimination against motorcyclists 
or shaking and shaping up our own 
institutions and behavior. We have 
taken on noise, the Sierra Club, the 
AMA, mass media, Congress and 
government bureaucracies by the 
swarm. Motorcyclists had never won: 
a battle with those forces in all of 
history until Cycle News came on the 
scene. In time, things got better. 

So much was happening so fast 
in the 1970s that Cycle News had to 
publish four separate regional edi: 
tions at once to keep up with the 
news. Provincial attitudes toward 
motorcycling at that time meant that 
the West, East, Dixie and Central 
regions of the U.S. were like foreign 
countries to each other. Others tried

‘national weeklies and failed. Because 
‘the desert riders didn’t care what the 
woods riders were doing and so on. 
There wasn’t as much national 
exchange of riders on the racing 
scene as now, and the only world 
competition Americans played any 
part in was the International Six 
Days Trial (now I.S.D.Enduro). 
Competition riders can rightfully 
expect to see their Sunday deeds 
recorded in the following Thursday’s 
paper." Editorial in our first issue. 
By publishing as many as 150 
issues a year, Cycle News was able 
to extend that expectation to riders 
in the northeast, Dixie and the great 
midwest as well as the western 
natives. For the first time, talented 
local heroes didn’t have to move west 
for the convenience of the California- 
based media, to be discovered. Prom- 
oters were soon able to advertise a 
national traveling show and draw 
large crowds to the new sport of 


motocross as well as the old standbys, 
dirt track, TT and road racing. 

The nation started reading about 
local heroes like Kent Howerton 
(Texas) and Barry Higgins (New 
York), Dick Burleson (Ohio) and 
Mike Gerald (Louisiana) for a 
change instead of just the familiar 
ones who went west. The champion- 
caliber riders from Europe visited 
and spanked our smug American 
butts in motocross, road racing and 
trials. Suddenly American motorcy- 
clists were a nation, united to beat 
the world in our daring sport. 

But all that is yesterday's news- 
paper.

E: Despite the absence of the top Americans

© history, the ultimate events in off-road 
> motorcycling are still the FIM World

Since the introduction of an 


Open class (and it was “open” 
with no lower displacement limit 
though the 500cc upper limit was 
there) European Championship 
Series in 1952, there have been 83 
titles fought out mainly in the Old 
World with occasional trips overseas, 
and Joel Robert with his six titles 
(250cc, 1964-68-69-70-71-72) and 
Roger DeCoster (500cc, 1971-72-73. 
75-76)are generally considered the 
"greatest." 

But in those 36 years of compe- 
tition, there have inevitably been 
those unfortunates who have come 


so close yet remained so far from the 
motocrosser's ultimate goal. 


It occured to me recently that a 
table of GP winners - and there have 
been 986 in four classes over the years 
- would prove of interest. Surely that 
would go some way to dispelling or 
supporting the idea that the best man 
has always won, and hopefully the 
accompanying lists make interesting 
reading. 

It might well be the case that a 
list of moto winners, which would 
almost double the number of results 
to count, would go even further, but 
such a comparison would be difficult 
to build up as most GPs in the early 
years were contested over a single 
long-distance event. 

As recently as 1973 came the FIM 
decision to award points on the basis 
of moto placings rather than the

overall, and, although the name of

the game in the present day sport is 
the acumulation of points with a safe 
second preferable to a risky attempt 
to convert that into a win, the overall 
is still important for the professional 
rider. Most bonuses, either from 
sponsors such as Camel or from the 
factories themselves, are paid out on 
the overall, and even the highly paid 
modern gladiators have a definite 
liking for ending the day at the top 
of the podium. 

The basis for the attached tables 
of winners covers not only the World 
Championships but also the first five 
in each of the 500. and 250cc classes 
which were nominally “European,” 
the two 125cc title chases which held 


a similar status and were for riders . 


under 25 years of age, plus the four 
championships for machines 
between 501 and 750cc which were 
run from 1966 to 1969 in a belated 
attempt to protect the four-strokes 
against the onslaught of the two- 
strokes. 

What emerges is the fact that 
Robert fully deserved his six titles 
and DeCoster his five, with only 
Andre Malherbe, yet another Bel- 
gian, splitting the pair at the head 
of the list of the winningest riders 
in the history of the sport. 

Reading from the top of the list, 
championships fell to Robert (6), 
Malherbe (3, plus two 125cc Euro 
titles), DeCoster (5), Hallman (4), 
Mikkola (4), Smith (2), Rahier (3), 
Friedrichs (3), Tibblin (3), Jobe (3), 
Lundin (2, plus a 750cc crown), 
Geboers (3), Everts (4), and two each 
for Carlqvist, Bickers and Nilsson 


before the first non-champion, Kees 
Van der Ven. 

It is perhaps no major surprise that 
Dutchman Van der Ven holds this 
honor. Since finishing fifth in the 
1979 250cc championship, his final 
placings have been 2-3-3-3-3-4-5-3 in 
his chosen class which compares well 
with the 7-1-2-2-1-2-4-4-1 of Jobe or 
the 3-2-1-1-5-3-3-1 of Geboers as the 
two Belgians have established them- 
selves as the two winningest riders 
of the present generation. 


Van der Ven can perhaps take 
some heart from the honor of being 
the first rider ever to win World 
Championship GPs in all three 
present-day classes, a feat since 
achieved also by Erik Geboers, while 
Malherbe has wins in each but his 
125cc wins all came in the days of 
"under 25" competition. 

The other eternal runner-ups are 
also clear to see. Double figure GP 
winners who have never won an FIM 
crown are three-times runner-up 
Gerrit Wolsink, Sylvain Geboers, 
who was twice runner-up and thrice 
third as Robert took the titles, and 
Torleif Hansen. The latter's victories 
came over a 14-year period, with the 
final win coming five seasons after 


the Swede quit contesting the entire 
series. That decision to stay home in 
Sweden came after the frustration of 
winning five GPs to champion 
Guenady Moiseev's one in 1978. But 
Hansen also posted four double- 
DNFs that year! 

Several double World Champions 
have remarkably few GP wins.

Thorpe and Aberg have scored 11 
each while Kinigadner and Mingels 
have just seven each. 

If anyone is ever to challenge the 
Robert record of 50 wins, then it must 
surely be Davey Strijbos who has 
registered 14 wins in four seasons and 
is still only 20 years of age.

Best American on the list is, not 
surprisingly, Brad Lackey. The 
Californian's seven wins were scored 
in just three countries and on four 
tracks. 

It is believed that Jim Pomeroy

fact although. he topped the scorers 


on his GP debut in Spain in 1973,- : 


he did not win the GP. At that time 
the overall placings were still decided 
on the Olympic system. of adding 
moto placings together with elapsed 
time to decide ties between riders 
who tied on the lowest points total. 

Pomeroy went 1-4 for 23 cham- 
pionship points that April day at 
Sabadell, but Hans Maisch (22 points 
from 2-3) had the better time. Jim 
finally took an overall win two years 
later in Belgium. 

Not until 1984 was the American 
system of deciding the overall on 
championship points with the 
second moto placings to split ties put 
into effect. 

Although Swedes Rolf Tibblin 
and Gunnar Johansson were the first 
riders to share a GP win when they 


could not even be split on time to. 


one-tenth of a second at the 1962 
Dutch 500, the most remarkable 
result in the 36-year history of the 
GPs goes to Germans Rolf Dieffenb- 
ach and Fritz Kobele. 

At Sabadell in Spain in April 1980, 
Dieffenbach earned one more cham- 
pionship point from first and third 
moto placings than Kobele from two 
seconds, but under the then FIM 
rules, that was a tie on four points. 
Dieffenbach led his Honda teammate 
over the line by 2.29 seconds in the 
first moto, while the deficit in the 
second moto was - right, 2.29 seconds 
in favor of Kobele. Even to one- 
hundredth of a second on electronic 
timing equipment they could not be 
separated! 

Most German GP wins came in

the early years of the 250cc contest 
and the halycon days of seventies, 
and sadly the current crop of German 
riders appear unlikely to add to the 
31 wins which sees the Bundesrepub- 
lik languishing in ninth place in 
the national standings. 

Heinz Kinigadner apart, only 
Mathias Schnedl has scored a win for 
Austria and that was in the ill-fated

Hawkins edges 
Roeseler at Tecate 


250K Enduro

TECATE, B.C., MEXICO, DEC. 5 


Husqvarna rider Randy Hawkins made the 
trek from his home state of South Carolina 
pay off with the overall victory at the 12th 
running of the Los Ancianos M.C.'s Tecate 


250K | Enduro. Hawkins 
dropped 25 points en route to 
victory, beating Kawasaki's 
Larry Roeseler by just one 
point after the 150-plus mile, for-A- 


riders-only enduro. Roeseler had a 
shot at the overall victory but his 
KX250 ran out of gas during the first 
of three sections (loops) causing him 
to drop about five points. 
Nonetheless, it was Hawkins 


Roeseler captured second overall despite running out of gas during the 
first section. The mishap cost him the overall victory. 


claiming the hard-earned victory, 
despite 1t being his first ride at the 
prestigious Tecate 250K enduro. “I 
enjoyed it a lot," said Hawkins. “I 
plan on coming back again next year 
if I possibly can. They just need to 
push all these rocks into a pile and 
plant some trees here, ya know.”’ 
This year’s event, held 14 miles 
east of the small town of Tecate, 
featured three loops, the first one 
being the longest at 58 actual ground 
miles. The trails were mostly 
extremely tight, covering a variety of 
terrain: sand washes, rocky sections, 
hills and an endless supply of jersey 
tearing Manzanita bushes. A rain 


.storm Friday night before the event 


drenched the Tecate trails, providing 
near-perfect riding conditions by the 
6:46 a.m. start. 

After the second loop was a 38- 
minute lunch break, followed by the 
final 36-mile section. 

It was a close battle for third 
overall and the Open class victory 
between Husky’s Dave Bertram and 
Californian Rick Daniel, who was 
riding a Yamaha YZ490. Both riders 
tied at 27 points apiece, but when 
the tie-breaker points were tallied, 
Bertram edged Daniel, thus taking 
the Open class win. 

"I just didn’t really push hard," 
said last year’s Tecate winner Ber- 
tram. “I just wasn't on, today.” 

Despite having his rear sub-frame 
fall off his bike late in the enduro 
and riding without timekeeping 
equipment, Colorado’s Fritz Kadlec 
claimed the 200cc class win riding 
a Kawasaki KX125. Kadlec finished 
one point off Daniel and Bertram’s 
pace with a 28. Second in the 125cc 
class went to Honda rider Ed Arnet 
who posted a 43 point score and an 
eighth overall finish; third 125 with 
a 64 point score was Kawasaki 125cc 
rider Donnie Simone (12th overall.) 

“Hell, I had no idea what was 
going on without timekeeping 
equipment," said Kadlec. “I just 
followed Larry (Roeseler) pretty 
much all day. The enduro was great, 
no dust, I loved it.” 

Sixth overall and third Open 
finisher was Honda-mounted Brent 
Wallingsford, who edged fourth 250 
Grant Palenske by one point, 39-40. 

Riding a Honda CR250, Palenske 
said, "I had a good ride going, but 
at the start of the day we got into 
a bottleneck.” 

The bottleneck happened shortly 
before the first check which was four 


miles out on a tight, narrow uphill 
trail over a rocky section. It claimed 
many riders. 


"There was about five or six riders 
there when I got there," said 
Palenske, “and I dropped a couple 
of points because of that. I also didn't 
have an odo the first two loops, 
causing me to burn a couple of 
checks. The cable got full of dirt and 
just broke. At the lunch stop, I just 
changed the whole drive unit and 
cable, and I was fine the rest of the 
last loop.” 

Two-time AMA Hare and Hound 
National Champion Dan Smith 
finished ninth overall and fourth 
Open in his first Tecate 250K ride. 

“I had a super good time," said 
Smith. “It was green, there was no 
dust, and it was tight, so it was fun.” 

Smith's ride didn't go smoothly 
the whole way, though. 

"I lost a chain once," said Smith. 
"I hit a rock and popped the chain 
off two checks before the first gas. 
Then my speedometer cable broke at 
mile 106, so I just rode off Ed (Arnet) 
the rest of the way." 

Rounding out the top 10 was 
Kawasaki 250cc rider Pete Postel. 

“First of all, I had no timekeeping 
stuff," said Postel. “Then I got stuck 
in a wire fence and carried about four 
points to the next three checks. The 
second loop I dropped two, then 
burned one, then zeroed the other 
three, so I thought that was pretty 
good without an odometer. I was a 


little slow through the rocks.” 

“The enduro was great" said 
Postel, "the best event of the year. 
Tecate's always fantastic. I love 
something that challenges your 
ability. This one always does — 
tight, real tight." 

Honda CR250-mounted Lowell 
Spiva tied Postel at 59 points but the 
tiebreakers put Spiva back to llth, 
five points ahead of Simone. 

Finishing fifth in the Open class 
(13th O/A) riding a Husky four- 
stroke was John Haaker, despite his 
bike having the rear suspension 
collapse just before lunch. 

"It broke a (shock) spring as 
usual," said Haaker. “Near the end 
of the enduro it started really both- 
ering me. It kept getting lower and 
lower. I maybe had two or three 
inches of travel at the finish. It was 
really hammering me going through 
the whoop-de-doos, but I had fun 


anyhow."

Grant Palenske piloted his Honda CR250 to a seventh overall for a third 
place in the 250cc class. He finished 17 points behind Hawkins. 


Former AMA Enduro National 
Champion Dick Burleson piloted a 
big-bore Husky four-stroke and 
captured the Senior class win at 16th 
overall (87 points). Second Senior 
went to Malcolm Smith who finished 
27th overall on a KTM350. 

"I had a pretty good day going," 
said Burleson, ''then I had a sprocket 
bolt come loose in the last section, 
costing me maybe six minutes. The 
bolt didn't come all the way out; it 
came out far enough, so when the 
rear wheel came around, it hit the 
brake arm and put on the brake big 
time. I about crashed. Then I 
couldn't rotate the wheel backwards 
to get it out, ‘cause it was pushing 
the brake on. I had to fool with it 
for a while to get 1t out." 

“Then there was that bottleneck 
at the beginning," said Burleson. “ʻI 
eot into some rocks and one of them 
knocked my chain off, so I was there 
for a couple of minutes. I guess I'm 
bummed because I lost those points 
in the last section which ended my 
chances I had of doing decent, but, 
heck, it was a lot of fun." 

Suzuki RM250-mounted Charles 
Halcomb settled for seventh in class 
at 17th overall with a 90-point score. 

"I did pretty good all day with the 
exception of that one bottleneck in 
the morning," said Halcomb. “I was 
carrying a gallon of gas on my fanny 
pack, and the fanny pack broke. I 
had to makeshift a fanny pack, so 
I lost some time there. Then I carried 
that time for a couple of checks, until 
I got to a reset.”

National Enduro Champion Kevin 
Hines started the event but later 
dropped out of contention when he, 
too, ran out of gas during the first 
loop.

Test: 1988 Yamaha YSR50 


Big fun on a little bike | 


By Nate Rauba 





When the Yamaha YSR50 was released last 
year, 1t took the industry by storm. The race- 
bike looks of the diminutive street machine 
made it look as though it came straight from 


the race track, and it had the 
performance to match. Unfor- 
tunately, Yamaha didn t antic- 


ipate the demand for the YSR 
and many customers were left out in 
the cold when dealers quickly sold 
out their entire allotments. When 
you have a good thing going, you 
don't change it, and that is exactly 
what Yamaha did with the 1988 
YSR50. 

There 1s nothing new on the '88 
YSR50 except for a deeper tread 
pattern in the tires. The white and 
red paint scheme on the fairing, gas 
tank and seat is exactly the same, and 
nothing has been done to improve 
the 49.5cc two-stroke engine. 

Yamaha didn't have to change 
anything. Last year the YSR50 was 
Yamaha's biggest seller, and demand 
was far greater than the supply. The 
entire stock of YSR50s sold out of 
Yamaha's warehouse in 22 days, and 
they were quickly snatched from 
most dealers' showroom floors 
shortly after delivery. And the YSR50 
has no street-legal competition from 
any of the other manufacturers. 

About the only thing that is 
different for '88 is the supply. 


Yamaha says that they have geared 
up for '88 and that the YSR will be 
readily available so more people will 
be able to get their hands on the 
YSR50 and have fun. 

Fun is what the YSR50 is designed 
for. Its tiny size gives the rider a 
greater sensation of speed, even 
though the top speed is only about 
45 mph. The YSR50' 1s also light, 
making it easy to flick around in the 
corners. 

At the heart of the YSR50 is an 
air-cooled, single cylinder two-stroke 
engine. It features Yamaha's seven- 
port Torque Induction cylinder, 
tuned for quick-revving perfor- 
mance. Yamaha's Autolube oil injec- 
tion system handles the lubrication 
so you won't have to mix two-stroke 
oil and gas. 

A 16mm Mikuni carburetor feeds 
the cylinder, and Yamaha's Energy 
Induction System (Y.E.LS.), a small 
chamber between the carburetor and 
reed valve, is used to boost low and 
mid-range power. When the reed 
valve closes, fuel 1s allowed to flow 
into the chamber to prevent a reverse 
pressure wave disturbing carbure- 
tion.

Beneath the bodywork is a serious little motorcycle; the 49.3cc motor 
is cradled in a rectangular box-section steel frame. 





sion transfers the power to the rear 
wheel and is controlled by a multi- 
plate clutch. 

The rectangular-section steel 
frame is much like the chassis found 
on Yarnaha’s full-size sport bikes, 
and is painted silver so that it looks 
like an aluminum frame at first 
glance. Yamaha’s monocross rear 
suspension with box-section swin- 
garm also comes from the YSR’s 
bigger brothers and offers three 
inches of travel. Up front 27mm forks 
with over six inches of travel soak 
up the bumps. 


A hydraulic disc brake stops the 
YSR in the front, while a drum 
handles the stopping chores in the 
rear. | 

The sport-tread tires are mounted 
on 12-inch pressed-steel disc wheels 
with a four-spoke design. | 

Riding the YSR50 is pure fun. 
Although its small size and full-race 
seating position may look cramped, 
the YSR actually isn’t too uncom- 
fortable. On longer rides our backs 
got a little sore from leaning over 
the clip-on type handlebars, but it

17. Eventually, I was transferred to ` 


R&D as a test rider. In 1971 I 
took a leave of absence and con- 
tacted Kel Carruthers about going 
to work in Europe as a mechanic. 
Two weeks later, at 19, I was me- 
chanic for four-time World Cham- 
pion Phil Read, who'd lost his fac- 
tory ride and was running as a pri- 
vateer. We won the 250cc title. I 
rejoined Kawasaki's R&D depart- 
ment just as they were getting into 
motocross. They hired Brad Lack- 
ey, made me his mechanic, and we 
won the national championship in 
1972. In "74 I was team coordina- 
tor, and we won the 500cc class 
with Jim Weinert. In ’76 I was 
Jim's mechanic when he took the 
supercross championship. I trans- 
ferred to roadracing in '79. Kawa- 
saki hired Eddie Lawson, and we 
won the 250cc national champion- 
ship in 1980 and '81. Probably our 
most significant win was the Day- 
tona 100. Yamaha had won it 14 
years in a row, and we pulled it off 
as the lone Kawasaki entry. When 
Eddie left to race in Europe, I be- 
came Wayne Rainey's chief me- 
chanic and we won the 1983 Su- 
perbike championship. Kawasaki 
dissolved the roadracing depart- 
ment, and I was hired by Kerker.”

wasn't too bad. Our major complaint 
is with the seat. It 1s just like the 
ones found on the factory road racers, 
small and thinly padded. It didn't 
take too long before our rear ends 
were sore, especially on bumpy roads. 

Starting the YSR50 was no prob- 
lem. Three or four kicks on the 
starter, with the right footpeg raised, 
usually brought it to life. After 1t was 
warm, one jab on the kickstarter was 
usually sufficient. 

Getting the YSR moving can be 
a little tricky. There isn’t a whole 
lot of low-end power, so the engine 
must be revved before you ease the 
clutch out. We bogged the engine on 
numerous occasions but luckily the 
clutch bailed us out. Once underway 


the motor steadily pulls harder as the 
revs rise until it is wound out. 

The motor in our YSR never 
winched at the high rpms necessary 
to keep the bike moving with the 
speed of traffic on some streets. In 
fact, as we racked up more miles the 
engine seemed to get stronger. 


Shifting up through the gears 
produces a noticeable “‘clunk”’ with 
ds jab of the shift lever. The shift 
action isn't exactly smooth, but you 
are aware that you have hit the next 
highest gear. Downshifting also 
gives off the same noise and feeling. 
Missed shifts were rare, although

popped out of gear. This usually 
happened when we hit the shifter too 
lightly and didn’t get all the way into 
the next gear. For a moment it would 
seem that 1t was in gear, then the 
motor would scream and let us know 
we were no longer in gear. Ihe 
problem can be startling, but a good 
jab on the shift lever prevents. it from 
Occurring. 

The YSR handles very well, and 
throwing it into the corners was no 
problem. Once into the turn our YSR 
always tracked straight and true with 
no frightening wobbles, even in 
rough corners. It’s light weight 
makes it easy to lay over, and 
scraping the footpegs and dragging 
your knee is easily within reach. The 
stock Bridgestone tires grip the 
pavement quite well and hold the 
YSR on track. 

Only three inches of rear suspen- 
sion travel make the ride suff and 
big bumps, such as concrete drainage 
channels or other sharp dips 1n the 
road, send the impact straight 
through the seat and up the rider's 
back. The front suspension is a little 
more supple, and there is a min- 
imum of flex from the front forks. 

Stopping our YSR was quick and 
precise. The hydraulic front disc has 
a mushy feel, but gets the job done. 
Part of the problem lies with the rub- 
ber brake hose, and part of it is the 
brake lever. The lever must travel

about a quarter inch before it makes 
contact with the plunger on the 
master cylinder, and there is no way 
to adjust 1t. One-finger grabs on the 
lever were usually ineffective since 
the lever would hit other fingers still 
wrapped around the handlebar. Two 
fingers usually worked well, but for 
the most power all fingers must be 
used. The rear drum brake also 
worked well and can easily lock the 
rear wheel. 

As we said before, comfort is the 
major complaint with the YSR. But 
that has to be expected when you put 
a full-sized rider on a pint-size bike. 
Ergometrics aren't too bad, although 
a taller rider may feel a bit cramped. 
Our 5'6" test rider felt that the YSR 
wasn't too uncomfortable, especially 
on short rides. It was the longer rides 
that made us sore, especially in the 
rear end. The thin seat padding 
makes long rides a pain in the butt, 
but most people probably won't 


spend a long time traveling many 
miles 1n the saddle. 

A 2.1-gallon fuel tank allows you 
to go for at least 100 miles before 
stopping; we were able to go as far 
as 125 miles before hitting reserve. 
The stock grips aren't real comfor- 
table either and are easily changed. 

Even though the YSR may not be 
real comfortable to ride for long 
periods, the fun of riding it easily 
balances out any pain. We found 
ourselves staying on the bike long 
after pain set in and quickly forgot 
about it when the next tight section 
of road came up. 

The 1988 YSR50 may be small in 
size, but it is big on fun. And for 
all of the aspiring Eddie Lawsons out 
there, YSR mini road races are 
becoming more popular throughout 
the nation. With Yamaha providing 
an ample supply of YSR50s more 
people will be able to join the fun 
of owning a mini road racer. e 
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Roko Sports 
Quick Strap 


Anybody who takes off-road motor- 
cycle racing seriously is always 
looking for an advantage over the 
other guy, while the weekend trail 
rider is always looking for a way to 
make the day riding in the hills a 
little easier. Roko Sports had both 
kind of riders in mind when the 
company invented the Quick Strap 
goggle strap. 

The product itself consists of two 
separate short goggle straps that 
attach to any popular goggle, such 
as Scotts, Oakleys, Smiths, etc., (after 
cutting off the goggle’s original 
wrap-around elastic strap). One 
foam piece arid one Velcro patch are 
included in the package that adhere 
to both sides of most helmets. The 
foam piece has a plastic post on it 
to secure the throttle side of the strap 
to the helmet, while the left side of 
the helmet is where the Velcro patch 
sticks to. The whole system takes 
only minutes to install. 

When using goggles equipped 
with the Quick Strap system, the 
design makes it simple to remove the 
goggles with one quick swipe of the 
left hand, leaving the goggles to 
dangle on the right side of the 
helmet. When the goggles are needed 
again, it's easy to reach around and 
attach the left strap to the Velcro side 
of the helmet. For the racer or enduro 
rider, this could be an advantage in 
some situations, such as if you 
suddenly find yourself having to 
push your motorcycle, prime time 
for goggles to fog up. With the Quick 
Strap, you don’t have to take both 
your hands off the handlebars for fast 
goggle removal, saving valuable 
time on the trail. The Quick Strap 
can also be handy when stopping to 
do on-the-trail repairs, or in wet 
weather riding. When the lens gets 
covered with water and dirt, one 
hand is all that’s needed to remove 
the goggles, again saving time. 

Some Cycle News staffers found 
the Quick Strap goggle straps to be 
beneficial, while others weren't 
completely sold on the idea. Mainly 
because they didn’t like the goggles 
flopping down the side of the helmet 
when riding. They found it to be 
distracting. But the goggles could be 
slid up over the helmet’s visor and 
then reattached to the Velcro patch. 
But if there are trees around, the 
goggles could be knocked off the 
helmet and dangle at the back of the 
rider’s neck. 

The Quick Strap will set you back 
approximately $15, but for many, it 
will be a worthwhile investment. 
They’re available at your local 
dealer, or contact Roko Sport, Dept.

tions, in association with Nelvana 


Productions, will produce the pro- 
gram, which will air in first-run 
syndication. The half-hour program 
wil be shown on Saturday and 
Sunday mornings with the premiere 
showing lasting 90 minutes. Also, a 
major toy line based on the series will 
be marketed. 

Bryant, 1978 and '80 AMA/District 
7 250cc Pro Motocross East Coast 
Champion, came up with the idea 
for a children's series as a way to 
attract new riders and fans to the 
sport. After a knee injury forced him 
to retire from racing, Bryant came 
from the East Coast to Hollywood, 
California, in 1983 where he first 
worked in the mailroom at the MGM 
studios. Motocross was still on 
Bryant's mind, and as an aspiring 
filmmaker his goal was to put the 
sport in the spotlight. 

“The first thing I wanted to do," 
said Bryant, “was to come up with 
a project to make people aware of. 
motocross and show the way it is. 
I got ured of people not understand- 
ing how it really is. They just think 
that you get on a bike and ride. They 
don’t realize all of the conditioning 
and preparation that goes into 
racing." 

From the mailroom at MGM, 
Bryant moved up to a position on 
the late-night talk show Thicke of 
the Night. When the Supercross 
Series came to the Rose Bowl in 
Pasadena, California, in 1984 Bryant 
wanted to get multi-timé National 
and Supercross Champion David 
Bailey, a friend of Bryant’s from his 
East Coast racing days and the de- 
fending Supercross Champion that 
year, as a guest on the show. During 
negotiations to get a spot for Bailey 
on the show, Bryant learned that 
Wrangler, then the major sponsor of 
the Supercross Series, was pulling 
out of motocross because the com- 
pany felt that the sport wasn't 
attracting new riders and fans. This 
news really got the ball rolling for 
Bryant. 

"Wrangler pulling out inspired 
the cartoon idea," said Bryant. “I 
wanted to do something that would 
have a long-range effect, and a 
cartoon seemed the way to go.’ 

Children, he felt, were the way to 


go. 








“Kids will draw their parents in," 
says Bryant. ‘“They will see the show, 
then get their parents to take them 
to the motocross races. It will create 
a new generation of consumers." 

Bryant went to work and deve- 
loped some characters and story 
lines. He came up with Team Amer- 
ica, a group of intelligent, young 
racers whose participation in inter- 
national Ultracross events, which are 
cross-country competitions with no 
limitations on the type of motorcy- 
cle, provides a convenient and plau- 
sible cover for their work on behalf 
of U.L.T.R.A. (Universal Liberty 
Through Responsible Action), a 
worldwide crime-fighting organiza- 
tion. Jeffrey Scott, three-time Emmy 
Award winner for Writer of Out- 
standing Animated Programs, was 
later added as a writer and Executive 
Producer of the series. 

Next Bryant needed animation but 
had to overcome some roadblocks. 
First, people said that motorcycles 
and racing required too much detail 
and that the movement would be 
difficult to animate. Bryant knew 
that computer animation would be 
the way around this, but it was also 
much more expensive. A special or 
a movie was possible, but a cartoon 
series would go way over the typical 
$250,000 budget for most animated

because, according to Bryant, that 
would require a minimum of 26 
episodes. and 1f the show was can- 
celled before all 26 were run, they 


wouldn’t get them back. They also. 


couldn’t go out and get a toy com- 
pany to help promote the program 
before it even appeared on television, 
so they decided to sell independently. 

Before going to any studios, Bry- 
ant went looking for a toy company. 
He was successful. Twenty-three 
companies made bids before the 
contract was awarded to LJN Toys, 
which will introduce the Ultracross 


toy line at the International Toy Fair 


in New York in February, 1988. 

With toy company backing, “we 
were able to walk in anywhere,” said 
Bryant. 

Bryant approached about four 
studios, all of which wanted Ultra- 
cross, and decided to go with Stephen 
J. Cannell Productions, Inc. 

“We went with Cannell because 
they didn’t have a cartoon,” Bryant 
said. “It was a first for them and a 
first for us." 

Because of the inertia created by 
the backing of a toy company, Bryant 
and Kroyer were able to get their 
price for the series while maintain- 
ing ownership of a share of the 
program. 

Lexington Broadcasting System 
(LBS) Communications, a leading 
distributor of children’s syndicated 
programs, has ordered 13 episodes of 
Ultracross, so far, and will make it 
a part of LBS’ weekend block of 
animated programming. 

As far as competition goes, Bryant 
is not concerned since there are no 
other cartoons involving motorcy- 
cles on television. 

If the series succeeds, both in the 
ratings and Bryant’s projection of 
bringing more riders into the sport, 
could we see starting lines across 
America filling with young riders 
and stadiums swelling with fans? 
We'll just have to wait and watch. e

Test: Aprilia AF 1 250 Road Racer

Lightweight Italian 
road race winner 





Unquestionably the most impressive, as 
well as the most quixotic, series of perfor- 
mances in the 1987 Grand Prix road race 
season came from 28-year-old Italian rider 


Loris Reggiani in the 250cc 
class aboard the Rotax- 
powered Aprilia. Time and 
again he thrust the low-slung 
European machine in the patriotic 
tricolor Italian livery in amongst the 
leading group of Japanese bikes, 
forcing his way to the front of one 
GP after another by a combination 
of skill, bravery and willpower. 


Second place in Austria, after he’d 
qualified in pole position for the 
Italian GP at Monza only to have 
the Rotax engine’s new digital 
ignition break a pick-up while in the 
lead, seemed likely to be followed by 
victory at Donington, only for the 
indomitable Toni Mang to force his 
works Honda past three corners from 
the end of the race to take a narrow 
win. 

But Reggiani and Aprilia didn’t 
give up: in the San Marino GP at 
Misano, 20 miles from Loris’ home 
at Forlimpopoli where the team is 
based, he led from start to finish to 
score undoubtedly the most popular 
GP win of the season in any class 
— and so end three years of Japanese 
dominance of the 250cc division. 

Reggiani's victory at Misano was 
the culmination of his own personal 
fight-back after the most serious of 
the many major injuries that have 
dogged his career, when at the end 


of the 1985 season in which he 
finished sixth in the championship 
in the Aprilia's debut year, he was 
badly hurt in a collision with a truck 
while riding an off-road bike outside 
his home. Partly because of the 
lengthy recuperation from this inci- 
dent, but partly too because the team 
went up a blind alley development- 
wise with their '86 chassis, the 1986 
season was a poor one for both Loris 
and the team. But Aprilia boss Ivano 


Beggio had faith in Reggiani and © 


team manager Michele Verrini, who 
has guided Loris' career ever since 
he won his first GP as long ago as 
Silverstone in 1980 on the 125cc 
Minarelli, and for 1987 he recruited 
Dutch technician Dolph van der 
Woude from Laverda to work on 
improving the Rotax engines, as well 
as commissioning an all-new chassis 
along the lines of the successful 1985 
frame, to be built 1n-house at the 
Aprilia factory at Noale, near Venice. 

The result has confounded those 
— amongst whom I must be honest 
and class myself! — who wrote off 
the Rotax engine as a serious GP 
contender for the '87 season. Reggi- 
ani's performance on the Aprilia, as 
well as Andorran rider Xavier Car- 
delus’ emphatic victory in the hard- 
fought European 250cc title race 
aboard a Rotax-engined JJ-Cobas, 
shows there's still plenty of life in 


the Austrian tandem-twin disc-valve 
engine yet — even if it does date back 
to as long ago as 1980! 

After returning from the last GP 
of the season in Argentina, the 
Aprilia team had one more appoint- 
ment before they could take a well- 
deserved break before testing begins 
of the new twin-crank disc-valve V- 


twin van der Woude has designed for : 


Reggiani to race in 1988. At the post- 
season Spanish International at 
Calafat in October, the annual 
Superprestigio that brings together 
the leading 250cc GP riders to the 
seaside track near Tarragona, Reg- 
giani emphasized the Aprilia's 
caliber — and his own — by winning 
the third of the three 15-lap legs in 
determined style from Sito Pons and 
Juan Garriga, on factory Honda and 
Yamaha respectively. In doing so, he 
not only rounded off the season in 
victorious style by taking the check- 
ered flag in his final '87 race, but 
also completed an endurance test 
with his Rotax engine, whose crank- 
shaft had been fitted with new INA 
bearings in an effort to prolong its 
life, and clocked up its one- 


thousandth kilometer during the 
course of his winning ride. | 

Personally, I was rather glad 
Dolph van der Woude’s experiment 
paid off, because as long ago as 
Donington in July Fd arranged with 
Michele Verrrini to ride the bike the 
day after this weekend — though 
originally we thought it would be 
at Vallelunga where there was an 
Italian title round the same day, 
rather than Calafat and the 
Superprestigio! 

Anyway, on the Monday morning 
I presented myself again at. the 
circuit, in time to watch chief 
mechanic Benito Savoia and his 
colleague Piero Pedone. — who 
knows a thing or two about Rotax 
engines, having raced a Cotton for 
many years with success in Italy at 
the start of the '80s — warm up the 
bike for me. ‘Twenty laps later, I'd 
passed the 1050 kms mark in the 
Aprilia destruction test, and the 
engine was not only running as well 
as ever, but I also had my answer 
as to Just how this bike has got on 
terms with the Japanese while other 
Rotax users have floundered. Okay, 
I know, Loris 1s one hell of a rider 
— but even he's got to have the tool 
to do the job; what zs it that makes 
the Aprilia so good? 

The answer is that it's all in the 
carburetion I have ridden over a 
dozen different Rotax engined bikes, 
but never one which had such a wide 
spread of usable power nor such 
instantaneous yet smooth throttle 
response an| power delivery. If you 
couldn't occasionally hear the disc 
valves clattering away to themselves 
down on the side below your knee, 
you might think you were on a reed 
valve bike, it's so gradual and 
smooth. Forget the old days of razor- 
edge power bands and sudden death 
deliveries with rotary-valve motors: 
thanks to careful, painstaking test- 
ing, doubtless by the time- 
consuming trial and error method 
since according to Loris they've 
never had time to go bench-testing 
but instead have done it all on the 
track, van der Woude and his small 
band of men have refined the twin 
58mm flat-slide Dell'ortos' adjust- 
ment so that it perfectly compliments 
the revised cylinders he produced 
after three GPs this season (which 
were then retro-fitted by Rotax to all 
customers of their '87 engines), and 
the single set of exhausts they use 
for all types of circuits. At the same 
time, the new computerized digital 
ignition introduced this season by 
Rotax has enabled the team to select 
the ideal advance curve (out of the 
choice of four available) to suit the 
rest of the way the engine is set up. 
And finally, let's not forget those 
pneumatically-controlled, light and 














‘simple power valves fitted to the six 
transfer/one exhaust port cylinders 
which match the height of the 
exhaust port to the behavior of the 
engine without the need to resort to 
complicated, and heavy, electrical or 
electronic systems. 

The result of all this patient work 
is that the Aprilia’s engine pulls 
cleanly and strongly from far lower 
than I'd ever have expected — 8200 
rpm is where usable power begins, 
with a strong urge from about 10,500 
up to well over 13,000 rpm, though 
with peak power of 75 bhp delivered 
at 12,800 rpm according to Loris 
(who generally prefers to change up 
below that), and maximum torque 
of 4,4 Nn at 12,200 rpm, it's not 
necessary to rev the bike that high 
unless you want to — and the rods 
start breaking once you go over 
13,500, even 1f the power doesn't start 
to fall off till after that point. But 
here you have a disc-valve bike with 
a spread of power that is at least the 
equal of the YZR250 Yamaha and 
probably slightly better, yet whose 
75 bhp at the rear wheel 1s very close 
to the World Champion NSR250 
Honda's 80 bhp at the gearbox. 
What's more, though the power may 
not be so strong low down, the 
carburetion is so good that you can 
allow the revs to fall off without 
affecting performance unduly — it's 
almost like riding a four-stroke, the 
throttle is so responsive. 


The twists and turns of Calafat 
illustrated this combination of 
attributes perfectly. With the trad- 
style right foot gear-change, up for 
bottom, that Loris favors and the 
ultra-low build of the bike, changing 
up while cranked over to the right 
on the corner before the entrance to 
pit lane, followed by a hard-on left 
leading on to the main straight, was 
difficult unless you could short-shift 
at about 11,000 rpm and get away 
with it. Doing so, and allowing the 
revs to drop into four figures caused 
no problems — the Aprilia just 
pulled smoothly through to the next 
gear. Even more to my astonishment, 
I never once had to use the clutch 
exiting the tight, slow hairpin at the 
end of the main straight, not even 
to encourage the Rotax engine back 
into the serious power and: nick 
bottom gear as you drop into the 
turn, crack the throttle wide open, 
and feel the engine pull strongly and 
cleanly away as the Ohlins rear unit 
squats lightly but progressively 
beneath you and the rear Michelin 
radial bites the tarmac hard. That’s 
carburetion for you. 

Of course, it helps to be able to 
select your ideal combination of 
internal gear ratios to match the 
needs of each individual section of 
the track as far as possible with the 
power characteristics of the engine. 
This year for the first time, Rotax 
users have been able to do this by 
removing the gearbox sprocket, 
unbolung the plate that lies behind 
it, and sliding the cassette-type gear 
cluster out for inspection. Notice I 
said section, no corner: swapping 
internal gear ratios really comes into 
its own when it enables you to cut 
out unnecessary gear-changing by 
holding a gear between turns, or 
through a series of corners, and once 
again Calafat demonstrated how this 
facility, allied to the Aprilia's wide 
spread of power and flexible 
response, could save time. By fitting 
a high second gear, it was possible 
to run the whole section of five 
corners behind the pits without 
changing gear, while the engine's 
ability to run on without the power 


dropping off meant I could hif 


second exiting the next corner, a first 
gear right-hander, then run up to 
just over 13,000 rpm by holding 
second gear all the way along the

next short straight to the next second 
gear right-hander, saving two gear 
changes but still keeping the bike in 
the power band. 

The clean, precise gear-change 


makes use of it a positive delight, 


but actually getting my foot in 
position to operate it was not always 
easy, for exactly the same reason I 
encountered when I rode the original 
AF1 Aprilia 250 at the end of the 1985 
season. Like that bike, the '87 
model's Carpental aircraft alloy 
twin-spar chassis, designed by Gae- 
tano Cocco, is extremely low-slung. 
Frankly, it was a problem deciding 
where to put my legs, and I shall 
have to apply to Mr. Kushitani for 
a new set of kneepads and a pair of 
boots, because there was no way to 
avoid dragging them in the corners 
on the little, low bike. Of course, not 
only does the low center of gravity 
thereby achieved make the bike far 
easier to flick from side-to-side in a 
tricky chicane like the one at Calafat, 
but it also gives a reduced frontal area 
that is one reason for the Aprilia’s 


remarkable turn of speed. At 155

mph this is only 2.5 mph less than 
the NSR250 Honda — but still, it 
is slower — but more to the point, 
it's actually 1.2 mph faster than the 
1986 World Champion machine, the 
YZR250 Yamaha V-twin. Add in the 
ingredients of Reggiani’s riding and 
the Rotax’s flexibility, and you begin 
to understand how Loris was a major 
thorn in the side of both Japanese 
teams all season long. 


“The Hondas are faster on top 
speed and accelerate better in second 
and third gear corners," Reggiani 
says, "but I can outbrake them 


almost anywhere and get on the gas. 


sooner because the power curve on 
my bike is more usable. On the other 
hand, I have a top speed advantage 
over the Yamahas, can out-accelerate 


them in midrange, and stay with 
them out of acorner. But the Yamaha 
chassis handles even better than the 
Aprilia which I can’t really under- 
stand; look at Garriga’s or Wimmer’s 


bike, for example, and it’s far taller 
than either the Honda or my 
machine — more like our '86 bike 
which was much higher too, but 
handled really badly. But the 
Yamaha definitely was the best- 
handling bike in the 250 GPs this 
season, whereas the Honda was the 
fastest and most powerful, while 
mine was the best all-around bike. 


Our only real problem 1s reliability: 
small things went wrong or broke, 
like the ignition pickup at Monza 
which cost me a second place for 
sure. It comes down to development 
time and testing; probably they’re 
already breaking things now on the 
°88 works Honda which we won't 
find out to be a problem on our bike 
till after we've started the GP season! 


"That's the difference between a little 


team like ours and a giant like 
Honda,” 

Because it’s so low, the Aprilia 
feels more like a 125cc twin to sit 
on than a 250, and at 1350mm, the 
wheelbase is very compact, if not 
ultra-short. The steering head angle 
can be adjusted incrementially from 
22- to 25 degrees depending on the 
circuit, by means of eccentric inserts: 
for Calafat's tight turns, it was set 
at 23.5 degrees, giving light but 
positive steering. with no trace of 
nervousness as on, for example, a J J- 
Cobas. Talking of which, though the 
Aprilia is very low and cramped for 
someone of my height, it is never- 
theless very comfortable to ride hard, 
because you sit in it rather than 
perched on top as on so many 
modern GP bikes of which the Cobas 
is the best example, resulting in 
undue weight being thrown on your

arms, wrists and shoulders which is 
very tiring and affects concentration. 


Even so, the Aprilia’s forward weight 
bias is the same as the Cobas at 55/ 
45%, proving that it’s possible to 
attain this without making the bike 
uncomfortable: sorry, Antonio! Hav- 
ing said that, I was surprised to learn 
the '87 Aprilias dry weight: 209 
pounds with oil and water but no 
fuel — an increase of eight pounds 
compared to the very similar 1985 
model, but inevitable with the strong 
swingarm fitted, 17-inch Tecnomag- 
nesio wheels instead of 16-inch 
before, an extra pound added with 
the extractable gearbox, plus the 
same amount with the 41.7mm 


Marzocchi front forks fitted instead 
of the 40mm Kayabas used before, 
cast iron front discs instead of alloy 
ones which kept cracking due to heat 
buildup, and so on. Okay, point 
taken — but the bike still weighs 
more than I expected, even if I have 
no suggestions as to how they can 
save weight economically! 


Speaking of brakes, I can now 
appreciate how Loris can come 
tearing up the inside of the pack of 
Hondas at somewhere like the Vari- 
ante Ascari at Monza, back wheel 
waving around as he stands the bike 
on its nose, and cheekily nips past 
four rivals in one go including Toni 
Mang who 1s normally the last of 
the late brakers, and get away with 
it. If there's one aspect of the 
Aprilia's handling which I'd really 
focus on, it's those twin 280mm 
Brembo discs and their four-piston

calipers. Loris has the brake lever set 
up the way I like it, so that the pads 
bite very early in its travel, and after 
a few laps at Calafat I found myself 
able to throw out the anchors far 
better than I could ever have dreamed 
possible for the hairpin at the end 
of the straight, or the left-hander 
starting the sequence of second gear 
corners behind the pits. When you 
do that, there's a noticeable but not 
unacceptable degree of front end dive 
on the MIR Marzocchi forks, which 
have no antidive, only rebound 
adjustment in the rig leg only. But 
they do have two-rate springs, a 0.5 
kg. initial rate changing to a 1.0 kg. 
rate in the second half of its travel, 
which permits you to brake as hard 
as you dare, knowing that the spring 
will slow down the rate of dive, and 
a i ye will keep working. 
t did. 








It’s a long time since I rode a GP 
bike that was so obviously the 
'uncompromising result of unrelent- 
ing development to suit the needs of 
one particular rider. That Dolph van 
der Woude and his team did their 
work to near-perfection can be seen 

in the results of the 1987 World 

Championship; there in sixth place 
again is Loris Reggiani (Aprilia), in 
honor of which he donned the 
number six for our Calafat test. 


For 1988, Aprilia will be making 
a well-publicized batch of at least 40 
Reggiani Replicas, identical copies 
of the machine I tested, of which the 
production of the first 30 is already 
underway in the Noale factory, for 
delivery in January at a cost of 25 
million lire each, plus spares kits if 
you want it. Michele Verrini says 
they already have deposits for these 
bikes, from a variety of countries and 
including some famous names, 
while the remaining 10 will be built 
in a second batch after Christmas for 
sale later 1n the close season. 


I assume none of those who've put 
their money down is taller than 5’9” 
or so, otherwise they're going to have 
to contemplate surgery to be able to 
fit on the bike comfortably — I was 
about to include Gustl Auinger in 
that remark, till I remembered how 
he managed to tuck himself away on 
a little 125cc twin! — but in all other 
respects the Aprilia AFl has to be 
the choice for the privateer 1n 1988, 
even more so than the RS250 Honda 
which I have already sampled. The 
proof is in the '87 results sheets; all 
you have to do to emulate Loris 
Reggiani is ride like he does — which 
is far from easy or even possible for 
most of the rest of us! — and be 
prepared for some exhaustive testing 
to set the bike up properly. If you 
do, the potential 1s undoubtedly 
there: I can see now after riding it 
just how this bike helped Loris get 
on terms and even beat the Japanese 
factory teams. e

Ward tops three- 
race Bologna 
Supercross

BOLOGNA, ITALY, DEC. 6-8 
With the European tour going 
outdoors at the Bologna Show 
in nothern Italy, American Jeff 
Ward emerged as the overall 


winner at the three-race Masters of 
Motocross Supercross. Ron Lechien 
won the first race on Sunday, while 
Holland's Pedro Tragter topped 
Monday's race, with Ward winning 
the final event on Tuesday. Second 
overall went to Rick Johnson. 

World Champion Erik Geboers 
from Belgium got off to a bad start 
in Bologna on Monday when he 
crashed in practice on the muddy 
track and sprained his right wrist. 
The injury forced him to give up in 
the third heat after he had earlier 
finished ninth and seventh. 

Ward dominated the first heat in 
Bologna to win from ‘Tragter of 
Holland, who refused to be forced 
into mistakes, despite the presence 
of Lechien on his rear wheel. John- 
son had a really bad start and could 
not better seventh, but his rival 
Geboers was behind him. 

Ward then failed to figure ur the 
results again, going out of the second 
heat with a sticking throttle before 
his Kawasaki seized 1n the final race. 

Only a handful of riders could put 
together three good results in the 
conditions, and indeed Lechien 
lapped up to sixth place in the 
second 12-lap moto. Johnson chased 
him home in this bout, but both of 
the great rivals from El Cajon, 
California, had to admit defeat in the 
final encounter when John Van den 
Berk scorched to the win from home 
rider Michele Fanton, with Johnson 
third, but Lechien was happy with 
the fourth he needed to land the 
check for the overall. 

Bob Hannah, who won the 
Bologna race two years ago, was 
never in contention for a top placing 
and ended the day lOth. 

The day when the Europeans beat 
the Americans in a supercross came 
sooner than expected, when, just 24 
hours after Lechien won the fourth 
round of the Masters of Motocross, 
the 19-year-old Dutch Honda rider 
Tragter thrashed the best stadium 


specialists in the world in the 15 lap 
final of the Master-cross, Monday. 

With Hannah invited to ride in the 
final as promoter's choice after 
missing a transfer from the Last 
Chance by just a few yards, following 
a chase through the pack, all of the 
MX giants from both sides of the 
Atlantic were at the start, but the 
qualifiers had shown that, even on 
a drying track, a decent start and a 
mistake-free ride were imperative as 
passing was still difficult. 

The man who made the turn first 
was Jeff Leisk, while Dave Strijbos 
turned a moderate start into second 
place exiting the turn by turning 
sharp through a gap on the inside 
to give chase to the Australian. 
Fanton, Alessandro Puzar, Tragter 
and Carlo Rinaldi were next in line, 
and an early fall for Puzer left the 
first four drawing further and further 
away as the big names sought a way 
past ex-World Champion Michele 
Rinaldi's kid brother. In line astern 
for half the race were Geboers, Ward, 
Lechien, Johnson and Van den Berk, 
their own positions changing by the 
lap, as each desperately sought a way 
through. 

For six laps, Leisk held Strijbos 
a couple of seconds behind him, but 
the situation changed dramatically 
as the Australian lined up a jump 
wrong and landed on the trackside 
hay bales. In a flash, Strijbos, Fanton 
and Tragter were past and the Cagiva 
rider immediately started to pull out 
an advantage which remained at 
seven seconds after nine laps, even 
though he once slid momentarily to 
the ground. 

Then disaster struck the ex-world 
champ. With the race seemingly in 
his pocket, the chain broke and he 
could only watch despairingly from 
the trackside as Fanton took over the 
lead, while Tragter, sensing the win 
was in his grasp, started to pull out 
all the stops to reel him in. 

With two laps to go, the two 
teenagers were locked together with 
Leisk moving ever closer, while 
Johnson, having finally broken clear 
of the chasing group, had them all 
in his sights. Van den Berk's chances 
of getting in the six had disappeared 
when Lechien fell right in front of 
him at two-thirds distance, 

With just over a lap to go, Tragter 
made his move. Leaping alongside 
Fanton over a double, he kept the 
power on through the following S- 
bend to win by two seconds. On the 
final lap, Leisk passed the Italian 





Rinaldi on the outside at the same 
point, while Johnson was in their 
wheel tracks at the checkered flag. 

Tragter’s race win also secured 
him first place in the three race 
international series, which had 
started three weeks earlier. 

Ward and Johnson led the USA 
to a devastating 69 point win over 
Europe in the final three-moto 
encounter on Tuesday, with only 
John Van den Berk able to offer 
resistance at the very front on a rain- 
soaked track, as dismal weather 
refurned to the nothern Italian city. 

Ward quickly displaced American 
Ron Lechien at the front in race one 
and would probably have won but 
for a fourth lap fall which forced him 
to chase back through from sixth to 
third at the flag behind Johnson and 
Van den Berk. 

The decisive move in the fight for 
individual honors came in midrace 
when the Dutchman tried to go 
round Johnson, but the American 
saw him coming and took Van den 
Berk tothe hay bales. 

Pedro Tragter again rode a superb 
race to finish fourth, while Georges 
Jobe and Pekka Vehkonen were the 
next best Europeans crossing the line 
side by side for place six and seven. 

The second moto was the same 
story with Ward, Van den Berk and 
Johnson in control, while Georges 
Jobe showed how well he copes with 
adverse conditions with his best race 
of the three-day extravaganza to 
finish a clear fourth. Again the 
Americans packed the placings as 
Tragter had to fight from well down 
= field. America’s lead stretched to 

The top three gated at the front 
in race three and ran away with the 
moto in the order of Ward, Van den 
Berk and Johnson, until the last lap 
when the Dutchman fell under 
pressure in a turn and Johnson was 
through for second individual over- 
all behind Ward. @

Johnson tops 
Paris Supercross

PARIS, FRANCE, DEC. 2-4 
Having lost the Paris Bercy 
Supercross the past two years 
to American teammates David 
Bailey and Johnny O'Mara, 
Team Honda's Rick Johnson finally 
took top honors at this year's run- 
ning of the Paris Bercy Supercross, 
beating arch rival Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward. In the three-night event, 
Johnson scored victories Wednesday 
and Friday nights, while Ward 
captured Thursday night's win. 

Not only did the crowd see John- 
son storm to two victories, they also 
saw France's very own teenage 
sensation Jean-Michel Bayle, who by 
the third evening was riding rings 
around American Ron Lechien and 
even hauling in the top two State- 
siders — Johnson and Ward. Bayle 
had already shown outstanding 
talent on the second night by coming 
from dead last at the start of the final 
to fourth place inches behind Micky 











Dymond and 10 seconds behind 
Ward. 

The three riders who Ward clearly 
had in mind were Bayle, John Van 
den Berk and Rob Herring. Herring 
had caused the first major sensation 


when he beat Ward in the semis on ` 


day one, and both of the other 
speedsters ensured that the U.S. 
champion had no easy ride to second. 

Van den Berk was the next sen- 
sation. When Australian rider from 
America Jeff Leisk was leading the 
main on day one bobbled in the 
whoops and slightly hampered 
Johnson, the Dutchman pounced, 
and for nine of the 25-lap main, none 
of the U.S. stars could pass him. 

Ward was the first rider to slip by 
Van den Berk. But Ward eventually 
lost control in a whoop section, 
letting Johnson get ahead and into 
a commanding lead. Van den Berk, 
feeling the effects of the wip from 
Japan after the Tokyo Supercross 
more than the Americans, fell soon 
after dropping down to third. Van 
den Berk wound up finishing sixth 
behind Leisk. Behind Johnson and 
Ward finished Lechien and Dymond. 

On the second night, Van den Berk 
led from the start but fell on the third 
lap to an inside charge by Ward in 
the sandpit turn. Van den Berk then 
crashed again just after losing second 
place to Johnson, who had been 
involved for half the race in a hectic 
tussle for third with Lechien, Leisk, 
Dymond and Herring. At one point 
or another, all riders except Dymond 
led the race. Ward maintained his 
slight advantage over Johnson to 
take the win. 

By the third night, most riders 
were getting tired and a couple of 
the midfield Europeans had already 
departed for the long trip to Bologna, 
Italy, for the Masters of Motocross, 
but Bayle saved the evening. 

Bayle totally demoralized Van den 
Berk and Lechien in his heat, but 
the Dutchman crashed heavily, 
injuring his right wrist. He was put 
into the semis as promotors choice, 
a backdoor method becoming 
increasingly more common in 
Europe of ensuring that the specta- 
tors get to see the stars 1n the final, 
even if they hit problems. It was a 
facesaver for Lechien on day one after 
he crashed out of both simis and the 
Last Chance Qualifier. 

In the semi, Lechien and Bayle 
again clashed in the highspot of the 
event. Johnson and Ward led 
Lechien and Bayle battled for third. 
Lechien accepted from the outset 
that Bayle was faster, but put up a 
superbly professional show to block 
every move by the Frenchman, until 
he finally succumbed at two-thirds 
distance. Bayle even hauled in John- 
son after that, and the battle had been 
so exciting that hardly a soul in the 
stadium had noticed that it had 
become a battle for second after Ward 
had fallen. 

The final was led from start to 
finish by Johnson with Ward run- 
ning second. Bayle was too far back 
to moynt a challenge after battling 
through to third. Aggressive riding 
by Leisk to pass Van den Berk and 
Lechien earned him third overall. 
Dymond’s chances having gone with 
a first lap crash in the whoops, which 
eliminated both himself and Davey 
Strijbos. e

Doug Brauneck 





Talking shop with the Doc 


and Bionic Brauneck

Calling Doug Brauneck's and tuner John 
Wittner's 1987 Pro Twins Championship- 
winning season an upset would be an 
understatement. Unless of course you 


happen to be either one of the 
enthusiastic title-holding pair 
affectionately known as “Bio- 
nic" Brauneck and Dr. John. 


They had a feeling they could pull 
it off. 

With zt being the AMA Pro Twins 
Championship, the pair showed up 
at Daytona in March with a pushrod- 
toting, shaft-driven Moto Guzzi 
1000cc transverse V-twin which had 
evolved from a 850cc Le Mans. They 
promptly went through the speed 
traps on the famed high Florida 
banking at 153 mph - without a 
fairing. Come race day, Brauneck 
brought the bike up from a poor 
starting position and finished sixth. 
At this point the rest of the field 
wasn't exactly losing sleep over the 
dynamic duo and the "Italian Stal- 
lion’s” chances of taking the title. 
Dr. John, however, was playing it 
cool with seemingly more surprises 
up his sleeve. “I was ecstatic,” Dr. 
John said. "I couldn't have gone 
home any happier." 

Then came Road Atlanta. Brau- 
neck rode the red and silver Guzzi 
to a second place finish. Suddenly, 
the pair had a point lead they would 
never relinquish. An upset was 1n the 
making. 

Enthusiasts and fellow competi- 
tors, however, began to take notice 
at Brainerd, the third round of the 
series. Despite running on only 10 


pounds of oil pressure, the Guzzi and 
Brauneck finished second behind 
rivals Ducati and Jimmy Adamo. 
“Thats how strong the Guzzi is,” 
Dr. John says. 

Round four of the series at Loudon 
saw the two take their first win of 
the year. 

“I went into the race thinking I 
could win it," Brauneck said. “But 
when there were five laps left to go, 
I was still looking at a plus one on 
the board and it was changing from 
plus one to plus zero every lap. I 
didn’t know if somebody was going 
to pull out all the stops, and do 
something to get around me." 

Brauneck followed the Loudon 
win with another at Road America 
when Adamo crashed. 

“On the fourth lap he fell down 
on the fastest part of the track," 
Brauneck recalled. "Right there we 
were just feathering it back the 
slightest amount. He pushed the 
front wheel out and when he hit the 
hay bales they started coming at me 
on the track. That's how close I was 
to him. It shook me up a little bit 
because for the next couple of laps 
he was still lying there; he'd never 
moved that I'd seen.” 

Adamo escaped with a separated 
shoulder. The next round of the 
series was held at Laguna Seca. 
Former World Champion Marco 
Lucchinelli was there, and Brauneck 
finished second. During round seven 











at Mid-Ohio, Brauneck crashed two 
turns from the finish line when he 
encountered oil on the track; he 
remounted and finished seventh. In 
Memphis, Brauneck finished third 
and followed that with a third at the 
final round at Sears Point. The 
championship belonged to the 
underdogs. 


The rider 


Doug Brauneck must love Mondays. 
For the 31-year-old Georgian, whose 
nickname is Bionic, the average 
AMA/Camel Pro Series weekend 
must be torture. He rides a Dutch- 
man Racing Suzuki in Saturday's 
endurance race before jumping to a 
John Hasty-sponsored Yamaha 
1250 for the 250 Grand Prix class 
on Sunday, and finally wrapping up 
the weekend on Dr. John's Guzzi. 

"As a privateer, the more races you 
finish the more money you take 
home," Brauneck said logically. 

"Unless it was extraordinarily hot, 
Doug had no trouble at all," Dr. 
John added. “Doug has a lot of basic 
physical strength. He recovers more 
quickly. Doug tends not to become 
dehydrated, and he bounces back 
with full energy the next day.” 

Brauneck has been bouncing back 
for quite a while. His 11-year career 
has been mostly spent riding 17250 
and TZ750 Yamahas in AMA 
Nationals. He has been a consistent 
top 10 finisher aboard mostly 
uncompetitive machinery. In 1987, 
he showed his ability to not only win, 
but also win while providing Dr. 
John with valuable feedback on the 
handling characteristics of the Guzzi. 
He also served as a stabilizer for the 
excitable Dr. John. 

"Doug 1s a really good guy to get 
along with," Dr. John said. ‘I’m 
enjoying this relationship; he balan- 
ces me because I'm very excitable. 
Doug is more relaxed about the 
whole thing which helps keep me 
in balance. 

"He is also an exceptional devel- 
opment rider. I need a development 
rider and Doug and 1 have a way of 
working with chassis development. 

Doesn't riding several different 
bikes in one weekend get a little 
confusing? 

"I used to ride a TZ250 and a 
172750 and, believe it or not, it's 
easier to ride the three motorcycles 











that I ride now because they are so 
different," Brauneck said. “I can 
remember times when I was on my 
750 and would start fatiguing during 
the race and would go to the 250 
braking marker. I don’t think I took 
care of myself as well before. I haven’t 
had that problem this year." 


The tuner 

“Tve been in motorcycle racing for 
a long time, about 24 years," Dr. 
John said. “I was practicing dentis- 
try for about 10 years and I was 
having a hard time being couped up 
in an office all day, although I liked 
the dentistry part. I wanted to do 
something beside my normal motor- 
cycle projects and my own amateur 
racing. So I started to cut back my 
time in dentistry; I wanted to get into 
racing on a competitive, full- 
championship-season basis." 

And he wanted to do so on only 
one brand. Moto Guzzi. 

“I just loved Moto Guzzis. I'd 
worked on them in a number of 
shops earlier in my career. I wrote 
up a proposal to a distributor in 
Baltimore, and they like the prop- 
osal. I didn't ask them for a whole 
lot, and I funded almost the whole 
thing out of my pocket. We were very 
successful. I had a large group of 
local friends who wanted something 
to do too, and we took the talents 
of these people and we won a 
championship (the AMA Middle- 
weight Endurance Championship). '"' 

Dr. John's next feat came again 
in endurance racing in 1985. That 
time it was the overall 
championship. 

“That next year Moto Guzzi antied 
up quite a bit more. They gave us 
the motorcycle, parts and the Moto 
Guzzi Owners Club became thrilled 
about having their brand of motor- 
cycle visible on the track again. So 
all of these touring riders and sport 
riders in the club started sending us 
money. That was real good because 
I was already running out; at this 
point I was working, maybe, two 
days a week. We put together a 
professional effort and, once again, 
the Moto Guzzi never broke and we 
won the overall AMA Endurance 
Championship. 

"The Guzzi fans really went crazy 
over that one, seeing a twin-cylinder 
950 besting the 1000cc Interceptors 
and 1100cc Yamahas. We did a lot 
of work on the motorcycle and got 
a fair amount of horsepower out of 
it — the endurance bike was the only 
piece we ever had on the dyno and 
that made about 100 horsepower. It 
would run three, six-hour races and 
all the practices back-to-back — we 
started to think of it as a kitchen 
appliance: It was so strong and 
durable, pumping a lot of horsep- 
ower and not losing any reliability. 
Against that era of Japanese equip- 
ment, the lap umes were really there 
and we were winning races.”’

The Guzzi: endurance to sprint 


Dr. John and crew were forced to 
abort the 1986 endurance season due 
to a lack of funds. This gave him 
some time to develop a sprint enginc 
for what would turn out to be an 
all-out assault on the 1987 AMA Pro 
Twins title. 

“I started developing this engine 
and it showed the promise of some 
horsepower," Dr. John said. "We 
hadn't really decided about the 1987 
season; Mr. de Tomaso (Allessandro) 
from Maserati and Moto Guzzi, 
called, and said, 'please come to 
Italy.’ What he wanted was some 
chassis development. I wanted very 
much to build a chassis; with the 
endurance racing you are trying to 
obtain a high degree of reliablility, 
so you don't get to explore the limits 
of what you can do with a certain 
motorcycle. So this was like a fan- 
tastic coincidence. I had been think- 
ing about the chassis and off we 
went.” 

The deal was set. 

“Moto Guzzi would supply a 
reasonable amount of money, some- 
where in the order of a privateer’s 
budget, but enough,” Dr. John said. 
“At about the time I had made this 
arrangement to see deTomaso and 
remain his consultant - he wanted 
data on the behavior on certain new 
suspension designs - he didn’t think 
we would have much of a chance of 
success against the new overhead 
cam Cagivas that were appearing.” 

Wrong. The pushrod-toting Guzzi 
fooled more than deTomaso. 

“Doug and I just hit it off,” Dr. 
pe said. "It's been a good com- 

ination. We started off slowly, lap- 
time wise, and very rapidly gained 
the ability to go fast with careful and 
quick development. The whole 
thing gained momentum and points 
like a freight train." 

So what did the big boss in Italy 
say when the championship was 
won? 


“DeTomaso didn't start talking. 


about it until a week after the season 
was over," Dr. John said. “He said, 
‘well John, who won the U.S. Pro 
‘Twins title?’ I said, ‘we did!’ He said, 
‘what?’ He wondered how we did it 
with that pushrod motor. But he 
knew how we did it because he gets 
all the technical data. 

“They have a hard time swallow- 
ing what American camshaft and 
valve spring technology is. To get 
between 13 and 14 millimeters of lift 
with a pushrod engine at over 10,000 


rpms is a good trick here and 
virtually incomprehensible over 


there — it just doesn’t happen. There 


was a time when we were changing 
vale springs between practice 
sessions.” 

Dr. John credits his American 
heritage with the ability to make the 
Guzzi produce such overwhelming 
power. 

“I borrow heavily from our Amer- 
ican hot rod technology,” he said. 
‘Tm real proud of it. I’m real, real 
proud of what Americans can do 
with equipment. The whole industry 
is just a wealth of available infor- 
mation as close as your fingertips. 
It’s great. And so, we can combine 
this with really well-built Italian 
machinery. Thus, you get a bike that 
will go fast and doesn't break." 

What does the pilot think of the 
Guzzi. 

"My bike handles better than 
anything out there, I think,” Brau- 
neck said. "We always had higher 
cornering speed than anybody at any 
track and, depending on the track, 
most of the time we had faster 
practice times than anybody else.” 

Part of the reason for the good 
handling, according to both Dr. 
John and Brauneck, is the bike's 
unique-for-a-racer shaft drive, and 
cantilever monoshock rear suspen- 
sion. The Guzzi uses a single Koni 
shock that is similar to those used 
on Formula One race cars; the total 
frame and swingarm package weighs 
just 29 pounds. 

The shaft drive uses a tie-rod 
acting as a parallelogram to float the 
hub and eliminate torque reaction's 
bad effect on suspension response. 
This basically means the bike's 
suspension behavior is independent 
of throttle action. | 

"I think shaft drive bikes are going 
to be in an enviable position," Dr. 
John said. ““They are pretty incred- 
ible. There is not torque reaction 
when you accelerate and decelerate 
and there’s no ill effects with power 
imput to the rear at all. It can go 
over bumps and we can apply power 
over bumps and get the rubber on 
the road better than any other system 
that exists.” 

"We also have a nice Koni shock 
that is a direct descendent from a 
Formula One car," Brauneck adds. 
“They just use a little different 
valving for the weight of our wheel 
and swingarm system. They told us 
a wheel is a wheel and they all 
require the same thing to go over a 


bump, and boy they were right. The 
only thing we've ever had to change 


. were spring preloads and the bottom- 


ing stop; we have an assortment of 
those and we can change them. We 
can adjust the last inch of travel with 
the rubber piece.” 


The future! 


What does the future hold for the 
duo and their Italian Guzzi? 

"The competition will be tough 
next year," Dr. John admitted. 
"Ihey will all have eight-valve 
motors (Ducatis). A lot will have 
them. There is no telling what 
Jimmy Adamo will be riding, but 
whatever it is it’s going to be fast.” 

Admit defeat. Not this team. It's 
not in their vocabulary. 

"We are going to have more 
horsepower one way or another," Dr. 
John said. "We are going to meet 
the challenge." 

Brauneck is sure about two things. 
He will be back on the Guzzi and 
he will ride a new John Hasty-owned 
17250. His endurance racing plans 
are still up in the air at this time, 
and he doesn't know if there will be 
any. Oh yeah, it also looks like he 
will be helping Moto Guzzi in the 
development of new production 
motorcycles in the future. The 
Italian firm apparently likes the two 
men that brought them the title, and 
they are going out of their. way to 
keep them happy. Part of the plan 
is getting them machinery that 
makes them the pre-season favorites 
instead of the underdogs. 

"Right now it looks like we'll 
show up at Daytona with a new 
single-overhead cam, four-valve 
prototype based on the Le Mans 
engine," Dr. John said. “And this 
year we are going to use 17-inch 
radial rear tires, and that réquires 
some adjustment in function of the 
rear suspension. We are going to 
learn about that and add 1t to our 
store of knowledge." 

"Another gratifying thing about 
the Moto. Guzz is that John and I 
are in a position now that we may 
have an effect on what's going to be 
produced," Brauneck said. ‘“That’s 
kind of exciting when you're right 
there; we may be at the lower rungs 
of the ladder, but later on we are 
going to see bikes with our ideas and 
development time built into them. 
It's really neat to see that a factory 
listens to two guys from the U.S.” 

After a season like 1987, who 
wouldn't? a 
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Basic Maintenance: 
The Team Green Way 


Kawasaki Motor Corporation has a 
new video cassette on the market 
called Basic Maintenance: The Team 
Green Way. It’s a relatively short 
video, approxemately 20 minutes in 
length, covering basic maintenance 
procedures on Kawasaki KX 
motorcycles. 

The video is well produced, and 
the narration by Bruce Flanders is 
first class all the way. Flanders does 
a good job keeping the viewer 
entertained and glued to the screen 
throughout the ports despite the 
not-so-exciting topic. 

Short actual race clippings of 
Team Kawasaki factory motocrossers 
Jeff Ward and Ron Lechien are 
featured at the beginning of the 
video, with Flanders briefly describ- 
ing what Team Green Kawasaki race 
team is all about, then he emphasizes 
the importance of properly main- 
taining a race bike, the whole 
p se of the video. 

e rest of the video is filmed 
mostly inside a workshop, starting 
with the art of cleaning the motor- 
cycle after a race. There's a Team 
Green mechanic in the video show- 
ing how the work is supposed to be 
done. Camera work is good, so the 
viewer can see all what is being done 
in detail and close up. 

After showing the proper tech- 
nique of cleaning the motorcycle, the 
video covers all the hot tips for 
maintaining and prepping the bike 
for the next race, such as servicing 
the air filter, adjusting the chain, 
inspecung the frame for damage, 
choosing the right tire, using the 
correct tire pressure, selecting the 
right kind of gasolin2, and lubing 
all the needed parts. 

Basic Maintenance: The Ieam 
Green Way is a video worth watch- 
ing, especially for someone just 
getting involved in the sport, and 
there are probably some tips that 
even a veteran wrench could use. This 
isn't a video you're going to want 
to watch five umes a day or anything, 
but popping the cassette into the 





VCR every once in a while, will most : 


likely remind you of basic and simple 
procedures that you could've easily 
forgotten. 

Don't think that this tape can't 
help you if you don't own a Kawa- 
saki. The tips given to the viewer 
apply to just about any motocross 
bike, not just Kawasaki motorcycles. 

The video is currently available at 
any Team Green centers, and will 
be available through all Kawasaki 
dealerships after the first of the year. 
The retail price of the video will be 
approximately $20.

Not at the Cagiva factory 
near the lake! Workmen there 
are knocking down walls, 


in more power and 
reventilating the dyno room. Ran- 
dy’s mechanic has said the race 
workshop is too small. Well, pronto! 
Make it bigger! And hurry! 


The activity is all part of what 
insiders and outsiders are calling the 
new spirit 1n the Cagiva race shop. 
The impetus for yet another renais- 
sance in the racing efforts of Europe's 
largest manufacturer has come from 
Californian Randy. Mamola. At long 
last, after years of trying, Europe's 
only works 500cc World Champion- 


ship team has managed to attract a 
real top-level rider. 

Not coincidentally, this happened 
soon after they'd built a halfway- 
decent motorcycle for the first time 
after years of trying. Lacking 
nothing in speed, and only a little 
in design refinement, the Yamaha- 
like Cagiva V507 was short only of 
reliability in 1987, and for a bike that 
turned a wheel for the first time in 
the third race of the year, that was 
an acceptable fault. 

The Castiglioni brothers are reluc- 
tant to talk about their racing effort. 
It has cost them a lot of money over 
more than five years, marked with 
an almost laughable lack of success. 
More than once, they have been 
reported about to retire, but the 
Italian spirit has always seen them 
prepared to make one more effort. 
More than once, that effort has 
disintegrated under conditions of 
mutual acrimony. 

They started with a straight-four 
Yamaha copy, moved on to a square- 
four Suzuki/Yamaha clone, and 
three seasons back produced their 
first V4 — another design based on 
the twin-crank Yamaha. All have 
lagged behind the Japanese opposi- 
tion on torque, weight, and espe- 
cially in refinement. While the 
Cagivas have often been fast in a 
straight line, they have always been 
peaky and harder to ride, perhaps 
betraying their origins and the lack 
of big-bike experience of the team 
that Cagiva inherited from the World 
Championship-winning Aermac- 
chi/Harley-Davidson outfit. 

In almost a decade, they have never 
succeeded in securing a top-flight 
500cc rider, but it was not for want 
of trying. Among their past alumni 
are former 350cc World Champion 
Jon Ekerold (who, to the best of my 
knowledge, is still arguing with 
them over who finally broke the 
contract); Virginio Ferrari and, on 
occasion, Marco Lucchinelli, who, 
though a former champion, was 
always a holiday racer when he rode 
the Cagivas. 

Among the riders they have tried 
to entice are some far more famous 
names. As well as Rob McElnea and 
Niall Mackenzie, Barry Sheene came 
close to signing, while Kenny 
Roberts managed to resist the huge 
cash lure but has tested bikes for 
them and remains keenly interested 
in the bikes he calls, “my Cagivas." 

Good results have eluded the

Haslam does it 


againin Macau GP

MACAU, INDONESIA, DEC 7 
Typhoon Nina played havoc 


with the Macau Grand Prix, 
but it couldn’t stop England’s 


Ron Haslam from taking his 
sixth overall victory in the Far East 
Classic. 


Practice went untroubled by 
weather, but within an hour of the 
second timed practice session on 
Friday, the rain and wind arrived 
giving the car racers plenty to worry 
about and the organizers nightmares. 

Racing, with special approval 
from the government, ran over to 
Monday and even then it was touch 
and go if conditions, would be good 
enough for the motorcycles to race. 
However, with the race cut to just 
10 laps, and shrugging a track that 
was littered with debris, and still 
damp in patches. 


For once, Haslam had not been 
fastest in practice. The Elf 4 suffered 
serious internal problems early in 
Friday's first session, and the 31-year- 
old GP star slipped to third fastest 
behind the full-factory Yamahas of 
Hiroyuki Kawasaki and Norihiko 
Fujiwara. 

Completing the front row of the 
grid was Macau newcomer Andy 


McGladdery on the Suzuki 1100 and 


Britain’s rising young privateer Ray 
Swann. | 

Five Americans, John Ashmead, a 
Transatlantic Challenge teamster, 
Larry Shorts, Rick Shaw, Scott 
Cantrell, Doug Chancey and 
Canadian Art Robbins added 
another flavor to the growing 
international appeal of this end-of- 
the-year affair run through the 
streets. 

It was still gusting badly, though 
dry, when the race lined up at 2:00 
p.m. on Monday. But already un- 
lucky Shorts was out. The American’s 
engine lost its water after an O-ring 
failed, leaving him stranded on the 
line after the sighting lap. Both 
Kawasaki and Fujiwara were late out 
on the grid after the sighting lap, 
fueling rumors that they were 
unhappy with the conditions and 
reluctant to race. 

In fact they were changing jets, 
after the temperature had dropped 
from around 24 degree centigrade to 
little more than five or six. 

From the start Haslam made his 
famous superb getaway, with the 
young Fujiwara determined not to 
be shaken off. West German Peter 
Rubatto was third, pushed hard by 
Andy McGladdery and Swann, 
Kenny Irons, Peter Linden and 
Trevor Nation. 

Haslam quickened the pace on lap 
two, but Fujiwara stayed with him. 
Peter Linden passed both Irons and 
Swann to go to fifth, but Kawasaki 
was on the move too after a cautious 
opening lap. He was up to eighth.

On lap three, though, the trick 
Macau circuit caught out the young 
Japanese champion. Trying hard to 
stay with Haslam, Fujiwara over- 
sese at the Melco Hairpin and slid 
off. 

That left Haslam on his own, with 
Rubatto a good, lonely second, and 
McGladdery third. Irons was up to 
fourth, but breathing hard down his 
neck was Linden, Kawasaki and. 
Swann. 

Next to go, on lap four, was 
McGladdery. The British privateer 
hit the brakes too hard on a damp 
patch, and went down hard. He 
escaped with a sore shoulder, but his 
bike hit the concrete wall, ripping 
the front end completely off the bike. 

His crash lifted Irons to third, but 
Kawasaki was up to fourth, brea- 
thing fire, and hot on their heels were 
Linden and Swann. Kawasaki was 
up to third by lap five, but could 
not get near Haslam or Rubatto.. 
Ashmead, meanwhile, was trying 
hard to lift himself into the top 10. 

Linden beat Irons to the flag with 
Swann right behind. Haslam fin- 
ished 13 second up on Rubatto, who 
was more than 14 seconds up on 
Kawasaki. 

Haslam got a shock when he 
pulled a celebration wheelie after the 
flag and the right-hand clip-on came 
off in his hand. Ashmead was the 
best of the Americans, finishing 11th. 

"Its certainly not boring," Ash- 
mead said of the wall-lined circuit. 

Miami policeman Rick Shaw was 
13th, undismayed by a brush with 
the wall in practice that dislodged 
straw bales. The 39-year-old Vietnam 
vet admitted that the track was quite 
a challenge, but claimed it was easy 
to learn, and fun to ride. Shaw also 
had a panic at the line, having to 
replace a rear chain moments before 
the start.

Team Yamaha's Broc ““Golden Boy" 
Glover made a rare appearance at 
Ascot Park tonight and took both the 
125 and 250cc Pro overall wins. 

In the first 125cc Pro moto Kerry 
Mulligan holeshot Tim Rutherford, 
Glover and Cagiva-mounted Pete 
Murry. Glover soon passed Ruther- 
ford and set after Mulligan. On the 
second lap Glover caught up to 
Mulligan and began to look for a 
way around. Glover, unfamiliar with 
the slippery Ascot track, tried ever- 
ything to get by Mulligan but 
nothing seemed to be working. 
Mulligan went on to take the win 
over Glover, Rutherford, Murry and 
Corey Schweitzer. 

Second moto action saw Ruther- 
ford, riding a borrowed bike, hole- 
shot Mulligan, Murry and Scheitzer. 
Glover rounded the corner in seventh 
but quickly advanced to fourth by 
the second turn. Rutherford began 
to expand his lead, hoping to beat 
the multi-National Champ, Glover. 
At the halfway mark, Glover passed 
Murry and Mulligan and began to 
decrease Rutherford's lead. The final 
few laps saw an intense battle for the 
lead. as Glover would get a wheel in 
on Rutherford and then Rutherford 
would slightly pull away. With just 
seconds left in the race, Glover put 


a tricky pass on Rutherford near the 
finish and took the moto win ahead 
of Rutherford, Mulligan, Scheitzer 
and Murry.

PALMDALE, CA, NOV. 22 
California Racing Club (CRC) held 
its Wild Turkey Grand Prix at Los 
Angeles County Raceway today, and 
the single 45 minute moto, dead 
engine start format brought out many 
riders, including several that were 
getting ready for the Barstow-to- 
Vegas desert race. Kenny Zahrt was 
top Pro. 

Open Pro Jim Coffey had the 
heaviest starting foot in the Pro class 
and went into turn one with the lead.

250s off the line. The Pros and 
Intermediates were combined by 
displacement, and 125cc Intermediate 
Jeff Barbacovi got the holeshot, 
followed by 125cc Pro Rich Taylor. 

Coffey led the 500s all the way for 
an easy win. Richardson led to lap 
five then dropped out. Roeseler led 
briefly but slowed shortly thereafter 
and just limped around for a finish. 
He was testing suspension on his 
Kawasakis and this one was set too 
soft for the slam-bang motocross style 
course. By this time, Zahrt had 
recovered from an extremely rare 
multi-kick start and had moved into 
the 250cc Pro lead. Zahrt went on 
for the win and more points for his 
quest for two number one plates. 
Taylor took the 125cc Pro win. 

Barbacovi avoided conflict with his 
holeshot and led all the way in spite 
of an old leg injury, aggravated by 
contact with a rock during practice. 
Tony Qualls was riding with caution 
afterabig crash last week and finished 
third. 

Tim Telford was back in action 
in the 250cc Intermediate event. 
Telford, out for several months with 
broken bones, started cautiously, then 
warmed to the task and moved up 
steadily, taking the lead in the second 
half of the race. He kept moving up 
right into the win. 

Intermediate (500cc) Tom Smith 
eot the holeshot right behind the Pro 
leader. He faded a bit as the race wore 
on, eventually finishing fourth. John 
Greenway was off the line second and 
quickly moved up to the 500cc 
Intermediate lead to stay there for the 
win.

Farren 
said, however, that if the oval is 
paved, BBA's twice-annual Grand 
National San Jose Mile will be 
moved to another northern Cali- 
fornia race track. 


Ecotage: A declaration 

of war 

It's guerrilla warfare. It's 
deadly serious business. You 
and me and all recreationists 
are the targets. Anyone who 


steps foot on “their” ecological turf 
for any reason — personal, commer- 
cial, government, et al — are targets 
for property damage, equipment de- 
struction, injury or death. The 
environmental extremists call their 
guerrilla warfare ''ecotage. 

This is a new word to most ears. 
Ecotage is an acronym for "'ecolog- 
ical sabotage.” The nail-spiked 
railroad ties 1n a darkened tunnel on 
the Barstow-to-Vegas race trail is but 
one small example. And ecotage is 
not just some California desert 
problem. It is nationwide and more 
prominent in forest and wood 
regions than anywhere. 

The public proponents of ecotage 
are the wild, bug-eyed member's of 
an insane environmental group 
called “Earth First!" (the exclama- 
tien point is part of their signature). 
Pictures of them look like wall 
posters of sixties-era protesters — 
beards, unwashed long hair, Salva- 
tion Army clothes, flip flop brogans, 
placards protesting all the human 
race. But they act more like mentally 
deranged jungle mercenaries of a 
Communist banana republic. 

Earth First! and its non-member 
zealots have their own ecotage man- 
ual: Monkey Wrenching: A Guide to 
Environmental Warfare. This is the 
guidebook for all and any environ- 
mental terrorist. Monkey Wrenching 
has explicit descriptions on how to 
destroy vehicles (cars, trucks, con- 
struction, motorcycles, etc.) by fil- 
ling crankcases with iron filings, 
cutting fan belts and more. 

Or how about “clothes lining" — 
stringing piano wire across a road 
or trail at neck height. Hanging a 
dead animal or distracung sign on 
a road or trail with a camoutlaged, 
axle-deep trench cut right after- 
wards. Planting “‘pongee’’ sticks 
(sharpened wood or bamboo, metal 
spikes, etc.) at a 45 degree angle on 
roads and trails used by horseman, 
hikers, bikers, trucks and the like. 

One of the favorites of Earth First! 
and its clones is “spiking” of trees. 
In this fashion one or more metal 
spikes are hammered into trees. If a 
logger, forest or woodsman strikes 
these spikes with their chain saw, the 
chain will typically explode. When 
placed higher the huge high speed 
saw mill blades hit the spikes and 
explode with ferocity. There are 
numerous recorded deaths from 
spiking and recently a young logger 
had his face blown off when his saw 
hit a spike. 

Ecotage weirdos are extremely 
proud of their work, destruction and 
sometimes fatalities. Real Earth 
Firsters! and counterfeiters love to 
sabotage construction and logging 
companies. A favorite is to kill and 
skin a small animal, hang its pelt 
over a bulldozer’s exhaust pipe, nail 
the carcass to a building and smear 
"Earth First!" in blood on a wall or 
door. Nice little boys and girls, huh? 





































«These terrorists are demanding a 
95-million acre bison.preservc in the 
Midwest which would, among other 
things, require evacuting one-third 
of Ohio's population. They are 
demanding that Yellowstone and 
other parks be enlarged many times 
and totally closed to human entry, 
use or view. They want the entire 
western U.S. coast line made into a 
national preserve with all residences, 
businesses and coastal cities 
evacuated. 

Earth First! is proud to announce 
and take credit for their sabotage. 
They're just like the terrorist kidnap- 
ers in Beirut, Lebanon. They think 
of themselves as “WWII Resistance 
Fighters" opposing the “Nazi Holo- 
caust' (Their quotes). They're the 
good guys; we're Nazis. The FBI has 
been trying for seven years to catch 
Earth First! and its clones in sabotage 
acts, to no avail. They can't even get 


Earth First! and its supporters who 
receive regular bulletins of successful 
sabotage, damage, injury and death 
reports. 

Ecotage is not restricted to off- 
roaders and off-highway vehicle 
activities. Anyone, anywhere 1s 
targeted for their violence. The 
ecotage activities of Earth First! are 
growing by leaps and bounds across 
America and are exported all around 
the globe — Europe; South America, 
Japan, etc. It’s far more than just an 
environmental cause, it’s become a 
fanatical religious-like terrorist cult. 
You may be its next victim. 

There are two even more fright- 
ening aspects of ecotage. One is its 
number one proponent, Earth First}, 
is encouraging and receiving copy- 
cat support from non-members, 
probably right wing members of 
other evnironmental groups (Sierra 
Club, National Audubon Society, 
Wilderness Society, World Wildlife 
Society, et al). The sabotage at 
Barstow-to-Vegas was unlikely the 
work of Earth First! radicals. It was 
not signed or executed in their 
manner. Couterfeiters almost 
certainly. | 

Second, our “staunch” environ- 
mentalist politicians, U.S. Senators 
Alan Cranston and Pete Wilson for 
example, denounce these ecotage 
actions with lip service. But they 
encourage Earth First! votes, which 
they receive, and have done nothing 
to legislate appropriate penalues. 
Any buffoon can recognize attemp- 
ted murder and homicide when they 
see 1t. But our staunch environmen- 
talist politicians are blinded by a 
conservationist vote, regardless of 
their actions as ecotagers. 

Keep your eyes open. Ecotage is 
growing and your odds of being its 
next victim are increasing. If you see 
the slightest hint of an individual or 
group executing ecotage get all the 
evidence you can (picture, license 
number, date, location, activites, 
etc.) and report them immediately to 
the local authoriues. As for me, well, 
there may be more expedient 
methods of fulfilling appropriate 
justice if the police are not on the 
spot. Turnabout 1s fair play 1s one 
old saying. And the Bible says, “An 
eye for an eye, tooth for tooth. . . 


In the interim, write your elected 
officials and let them know what you 
think of ecotage and those Earth 
First!-type crazies. Tell our politi- 
cians that you want meaningful and 
effective law enforcement and penal- 
ties under the law. Those messages 
had better work quickly. Otherwise 
we are all heading for ecological war 
with no winners. Keep writing to 
keep riding.
